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The  delay  in  printing  the  1988  Proceedings  is  deeply  regretted,  caused 
by  conditions  beyond  the  control  of  Grand  Chapter  office  or  of  the 
Printer. 

The  late  Report  is  a  result  of  material  going  forward  from  Grand 
Chapter  office  to  the  Printer  and  from  the  Printer  to  Grand  Chapter 
office,  immediately  prior  to  the  Canada  Postal  strike  and  these  mailings 
having  apparently  become  lost  as  they  never  reached  their  destination. 
Included  in  the  material  for  the  general  Proceedings  were  eleven  sum- 
maries for  the  Sister  Jurisdictions  for  inclusion  in  the  Fraternal  Cor- 
respondence part  of  the  Report. 

The  number  of  reports  and  proofs  were  of  such  a  nature  as  to  re- 
quire a  further  complete  compiling  of  the  entire  Proceedings  in  order  for 
the  Printer  to  cross  check  and  prepare  this  edition.

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Z,  Distinguished  Guests  and  Companions: 

May  I  direct  your  attention  to  the  words  of  Holy  Writ, — "THE 
STEPS  OF  A  GOOD  MAN  ARE  ORDERED  BY  THE  LORD;  AND  HE 
DELIGHTETH  IN  HIS  WAY."  Psalm  37:  23.  To  begin  with  I  would 
like  to  paraphrase  this  verse  to  read,  "The  steps  of  a  good  'companion' 
are  ordered  by  the  Lord;  and  he  delighteth  in  his  way."  Companions, 
we  will  meditate  on  these  words  of  the  Psalmist  for  they  provide  us 
with  a  link  to  our  former  companions  who  are  no  longer  with  us,  as  well 
as  a  guide  to  each  one  of  us  in  the  way  that  we  go.  We  are  concerned, 
companions,  in  receiving  such  aid  as  may  come  from  the  worthy  example 
of  those  who  have  walked  before,  as  well  as  from  the  worthy  companions 
now  present,  whose  steps  are  ordered  by  the  Lord. 

(1)  The  steps  of  a  good  companion  ordered  by  the  Lord  are  taken 
in  faith.  He  is  one  who  believes  that  this  world  of  ours  is  dependable 
and  on  the  side  of  good;  that  under  the  shifting  sands  of  sin,  and  the 
dark  clouds  of  doubt,  there  is  certainty;  there  is  a  sure  foundation  that 
abides,  and  that  good  will  overcome.     He  believes  in  a  victory  beyond 
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doubt;  in  triumph  beyond  tragedy;  and  in  spite  of  man's  inhumanity  to 
man  there  are  brighter  goals  toward  which  we  should  strive  with  all  the 
energy  in  our  possession.  The  good  companions  who  walk  among  us  in 
faith  are  witness  to  the  things  hoped  for;  they  possess  the  promises  of 
the  future  by  that  same  act  of  faith.  They  look  "for  a  city  which  hath 
foundations,  whose  builder  and  maker  is  God." 

(2)  A  good  companion  whose  steps  are  ordered  by  the  Lord,  walks 
among  us  with  integrity.  Truth  is  the  lodestar  toward  which  his  whole 
life  is  directed.  Truth  is  the  very  fabric  of  his  being.  There  is  also  a 
spirit  of  loyalty  and  honesty  in  his  personal  relations  evidenced  in  his 
respect  for  every  man  as  the  handiwork  of  God.  All  in  all  his  life  is 
spent  in  the  service  of  his  fellowman  rather  than  in  personal  aggrandize- 
ment. 

(3)  The  steps  of  a  good  companion  ordered  by  the  Lord  walks  in 
love.  This  is  the  kind  of  love  which  makes  a  companion  esteemed  by  all. 
It  enables  a  man  to  inject  a  sense  of  humor  into  the  tenseness  of  life  so 
that  others  may  relax  under  the  warmth  and  dignity  of  his  personality. 
Moreover  here  is  one  who  bears  the  strains  and  tensions  of  life  without 
complaint. 

The  good  companion  whose  steps  are  ordered  by  the  Lord  is  devoted 
to  great  causes.  His  manner  of  living  is  a  rebuke  to  over-weening  pride 
and  ostentation.  He  upholds  the  moral  and  spiritual  standards  that  con- 
stitute the  bulwarks  of  our  society.  He  has  received  that  good  gift  from 
God  that  proves  to  be  an  inspiration  for  all  of  our  living,  and  also  for 
our  dying.  "And  all  these,  though  well  attested  by  their  faith,  did  not 
receive  what  was  promised,  since  God  had  foreseen  something  better  for 
us,  that  apart  from  us  they  should  not  be  made  perfect."  (Heb.  11:  39, 
40). 

In  closing  we  read  a  few  lines  from  Browning's  Rabbi  ben  Ezra: 
"A  spark  disturbs  our  clod; 

Nearer  we  hold  of  God 

Who  gives,  than  of  his  tribes  that  take,  I  must  believe. 

Then  welcome  each  rebuff 

That  turns  earth's  smoothness  rough 

Each  sting  that  bids  nor  sit  nor  stand  but  go. 

Be  our  joys  three  parts  pain! 

Strive  and  hold  cheap  the  starin', 

Learn,  nor  account  the  pang;  dare,  never  grudge  the  throe!" 
"Almighty  God  our  Heavenly  Father,  with  whom  are  all  the  issues 
of  life  and  death,  we  would  honor  the  memory  of  all  the  faithful  com- 
panions who  have  gone  before.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  testimony  of 
their  lives,  for  the  qualities  of  life  which  they  exemplified  when  they 
walked  among  us.  May  we  in  this  hour  be  persuaded  not  only  of  the 
immortality  of  memory  but  of  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  Strengthen 
in  us  the  conviction  that  a  life  lived  for  Thee  and  for  our  fellowmen  is 
but  a  prelude  to  a  larger  and  a  more  abundant  life  beyond.  In  the  solem- 
nity of  this  hour  help  us  once  again  to  dedicate  ourselves  to  brotherly 
love  and  fidelity,   through  Jesus   Christ  our  Lord."    AMEN.

The  Chapter 
members  were  researched,  early  meeting  dates,  etc.  It  was  a 
long  and  detailed  search. 

We  are  happy  to  report  Keystone  #72  Stirling  now  have 
their  warrant,  and  we  look  forward  to  celebrating  their  Anni- 
versary with  them. 

CONSTITUTION 

Our  Constitution  is  a  noble  document,  and  one  upon  which 
all  our  actions  should  be  firmly  based. 

It  is  therefore  with  regret  that  I  must  draw  the  attention  of 
our  Convocation  to  an  incident  wherein  our  Constitution,  and  the 
Rulings  of  Past  Grand  First  Principals  have  been  carelessly 
violated. 

We  choose  to  believe  this  was  due  to  lack  of  knowledge 
rather  than  evil  intent;  even  though  lack  of  knowledge  is  of 
itself  not  a  sufficient  excuse. 

We  have  therefore  issued  instructions  to  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent of  the  District  to  deal  with  the  matter  in  the  name  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  and  we  are  assured  no  further  incident  of 
this  kind  will  take  place.

Maurice  Searle  has  devoted  his  full  energies  to  making 
a  real  success  of  this  project.  No  one  in  our  entire  organization 
has  shown  more  dedication  to  a  task,  more  enthusiasm,  more 
zeal,  than  has  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Searle  for  the  Scholarship  and  Bur- 
sary fund.  Yet  many  of  our  constituent  Chapters  have  been  non- 
commital,  or  at  best  lukewarm  to  this  worthy  cause. 

In  the  Scholarship  <&  Bursary  Fund  we  have  a  ready  made 
project  for  the  participation  of  every  member.  We  should  ap- 
proach this  not  as  something  to  which  we  make  a  half-hearted 
personal  contribution,  but  rather  as  an  item  wherein  we  can  sti- 
mulate extra  interest  within  our  Chapters.  We  should  be  plan- 
ning Chapter  level  projects  aimed  at  raising  funds,  not  merely 
asking  the  members  for  individual  donations. 

My  Companions,  I  ask  you  to  give  some  serious  thought  to 
the  efforts  of  your  Chapter  to  this  very  worthwhile  project.    What

Emmett  is  leaving  no  stone  unturned  in  an 
effort  to  assist  our  Chapters  by  providing  a  continuous  supply  of 
information  regarding  the  manner  in  which  our  ritual  work  should 
be  undertaken,  and  has  supplied,  or  arranged  for,  speakers  at 
the  banquet  hour  in  many  Chapters. 

The  Chairman  in  the  Districts  are,  (in  the  main)  active  in 
their  efforts  to  provide  help  and  information  at  the  Chapters  of 
Instruction. 

Our  constituent  Chapters  are  not  taking  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  provided  by  this  Committee,  and  I  strongly  urge  all 
Chapters  to  seek  the  assistance  of  this  Committee  in  the  formation 
of  plans  and  designs  for  the  coming  year.  Your  Masonic  Instruc- 
tion Committee  was  developed  to  assist  you.  Make  good  use 
of  it. 

COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  ASSISTANCE  TO  CHAPTERS 

More  and  more  in  the  business  world,  we  are  urged  to  plan 
for  furture  development. 

It  is  no  secret  that  success  for  tomorrow  lies  in  good  planning 
today.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  very  dedicated  R.  A.  Mason 
as  Chairman  of  this  Committee  —  Most  Ex.  Comp.  James  E.  Gir- 
ven.  His  background  of  service  to  several  organizations  makes 
him  a  man  well  qualified  to  carry  out  the  important  task  placed 
in  his  care.  It  is  a  piece  of  work  which  will  require  much  re- 
search, a  great  deal  of  study  and  discussion,  as  well  as  consider- 
able time. 

We  live  in  a  changing  world,  and  man  is  now  transisting 
from  one  period  of  history  to  another.  Perhaps  all  of  the  things 
that  are  happening  to  him  are  not  of  the  best.  Therefore,  it  is 
imperative  that  we,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  retain  an  up-to-date 
outlook,  ever  ready  to  assist  those,  who  need  help,  but  with  our 
feet  firmly  planted  on  the  traditions  of  the  past. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  this  Committee  can  find  ways  and 
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means  to  help  us  re-create  the  interest  in  the  Royal  Craft  we  all 
desire,  yet  will  permit  us  to  retain  unchanged  the  Masonic  tenets 
and  principals  so  vital  to  our  Ancient  and  Honourable  Institution. 
We  look  forward  to  progress  in  the  future  from  the  recommenda- 
tions proposed  by  this  Committee. 

CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitu- 
lar Masonry,  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Fred  Scott,  will  give  us  a  full  report 
on  membership  later  in  our  deliberations.  I  would,  however,  like 
to  make  one  or  two  observations. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  we  as  individuals,  are  not 
making  the  desired  effort  necessary  to  direct  attention  to  our 
Royal  Craft.  Why  is  this  so?  Surely  we  are  as  proud  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  as  the  members  of  other  branches  of  our  Masonic 
order  are?  Why  then  do  we  continue  to  have  a  declining  mem- 
bership? 

There  are  those  amongst  us,  who  will  say  that  all  fraternal 
and  social  organizations  are  down  in  membership.  My  Com- 
panions, relatively  speaking  that  excuse  is  as  poor  an  answer 
as  we  can  find. 

Because  all  Masonry  is  drifting  into  a  complacency  is  no 
reason  why  our  Royal  Craft  has  to  follow.  We  have  an  institu- 
tion second  to  none.  Those  banners,  with  which  we  are  all  so 
familiar,  were  unfurled  in  the  face  of  adversity,  and  because  the 
men,  who  followed  them  had  the  courage  of  their  convictions; 
those  banners  were  preserved  as  symbols  for  our  use  today. 

Are  we  lesser  men  than  they  were?  I  think  not,  for  we  too 
have  men  of  courage,  of  dedication,  of  zeal  —  yes,  and  men  of 
purpose. 

Let  us  be  aware  of  the  heritage  given  to  us  by  our  Ancient 
Companions.  Let  as  realize  that  new  members  are  the  very 
life  blood  of  our  organization,  then  let  us  take  constructive  action 
to  correct  the  loss  of  membership  situation,  and  let  us  take  action 
now. 

FINANCES 

Rising  costs  continue  to  be  a  major  factor  in  all  facets  of  our 
society.  At  our  last  convocation  after  several  years  of  deficit 
financing,  we  recognized  the  necessity  for  a  change  in  the  per 
capita  rate,  if  we  were  to  balance  our  budget. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  announce  a  small  surplus  for 
the  year  just  concluded. 
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While  this  is  good  news,  there  is  however  an  area  which 
causes  me  considerable  concern.  Without  encroaching  on  the 
time  of  the  Committee  that  will  report  on  membership  later,  I 
must  point  out  that  we  had  442  withdrawals,  and  267  suspensions. 
In  hard  cold  figures  this  represents  close  to  $1,000.00  lost  revenue 
for  Grand  Chapter,  as  well  as  a  much  larger  amount  of  dues  lost 
to  the  Constituent  Chapter. 

It  therefore  becomes  very  plain  that  more  thought,  more  care 
and  more  planning  must  be  put  into  an  effort  to  overcome  our 
losses  by  withdrawals,  and  suspensions. 

When  the  proceedings  are  published  for  1968,  I  strongly  urge 
those  who  are  present  to  submit,  in  open  Chapter,  the  facts,  and 
figures  outlined  in  this  part  of  my  report  to  you. 

It  is  important  that  we  realize  withdrawals,  and  suspensions 
are  hurting  us  badly  in  a  financial  way,  and  in  addition  are  hurt- 
ing our  membership  figures.  This  year  would  have  shown  an 
increase  of  284  members  instead  of  a  decrease  of  425  if  with- 
drawals and  suspensions  had  been  arrested. 

We  simply  cannot  afford  to  be  complacent  about  this  matter, 
we  must  take  active  steps  at  Chapter  level  to  correct  the  situa- 
tion at  once.  This  would  also  have  the  effect  of  enabling  Chap- 
ters to  keep  up  to  date  in  their  per  capita  payments,  which  in 
turn  would  reflect  favourably  on  constituent  Chapters,  and  Grand 
Chapters  financial  position.  Companions  this  is  a  serious  matter 
because  it  is  actually  the  key  to  continued  progress  for  the  Royal 
Arch,  and  I  am  sure  we  are  all  interested  in  that.  Let  us  give 
top  priority  in  all  Chapters  to  eliminating  withdrawals,  and  sus- 
pensions, and  when  we  do,  we  can  look  forward  confidently  to 
an  increase  in  membership. 

Before  closing  my  remarks  on  finance,  I  wish  to  say  a  special 
word  of  commendation  to  Rt.  Ex.  Companion  Carl  Ackert  for 
taking  over  the  duties  of  the  Chairman  of  Finance  after  the  resig- 
nation of  the  former  Chairman. 

Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Ackert  has  rendered  long,  and  valuable  ser- 
vice to  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  our  thanks  to  him. 

PAST  RANK 

One  of  our  Companions  has  been  honoured  with  the  very 
demanding;  yet  most  gratifying  office  in  all  Masonry,  that  of  our 
Grand  Master. 

We  are  very  proud  that  he  is  an  active  Royal  Arch  Com- 
panion and  are  proud  too,  of  the  splendid  leadership  he  is  giving 
to  the  Craft. 
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We  venerate  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Donald  J.  Gunn,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

Our  Grand  Master,  and  our  Grand  Lodge  have  earned  great 
respect  from  Masons  in  all  areas,  both  at  home,  and  abroad. 

A  request  has  been  received  from  his  Chapter  Shekinah  #138 
to  confer  on  Companion  Donald  J.  Gunn  the  rank  of  a  Past  First 
Principal. 

Because  of  his  close  ties  with  us,  and  because  of  the  great 
affection  we  have  for  him  I  recommend,  with  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Grand  Executive  that  we  confer  on  Companion  Donald 
J.  Gunn  the  rank  of  a  Past  First  Principal. 

We  have  received  a  request  from  Ionic  Chapter  #83  Orange- 
ville  to  confer  on  Ex.  Comp.  A.  Langdon  the  rank  of  a  Past  First 
Principal.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  Langdon  was  elected  to  the  office  of 
First  Principal  but  due  to  ill  health  was  not  installed  until  April, 
1967.  At  this  time  his  health  has  still  not  improved  sufficiently 
for  him  to  continue  his  duties.  Until  the  time  of  his  illness  Ex. 
Comp.  A.  Langdon  was  a  diligent  worker  for  the  Royal  Craft  in 
the  Orangeville  area,  and  I  recommend  that  Past  Rank  be  con- 
ferred. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  REVIEW  COMMITTEE 

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  our  Constitution  should  be 
carefully  reviewed,  and  up  dated. 

The  last  major  review  was  undertaken  some  fifty  years  ago, 
and  while  more  recent  amendments  have  been  made,  these  have 
dealt  with  specific  areas  only. 

It  is  time  therefore  that  a  general  review,  and  up  dating  of 
the  Constitution  be  undertaken.  In  this  regard,  last  year  Rt.  Ex. 
Comp.  Harold  Shannon  was  appointed  as  Chairman  of  the  Con- 
stitution Review  Committee. 

This  is  a  monumental  task  as  those  who  have  studied  our 
Constitution  will  agree.  It  was  felt  at  the  beginning  that  it  would 
take  at  least  two  to  three  years  to  make  the  progress  necessary 
to  place  the  new  document  in  draft  form  before  the  Advisory 
Council  in  a  draft  form  ready  for  study,  and  review. 

Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Shannon,  and  his  committee  have  advised  me 
that  a  draft  form  is  now  available  for  study. 

I  wish  to  commend  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Shannon  for  the  dedication 
and  zeal  he  has  displayed  in  preparing  this  material. 

Our  Grand  Chapter  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  Companions 
of  the  caliber  of  the  men  making  up  the  Constitution  Review 
Committee.    We  extend  to  them  our  sincere  thanks. 
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GRAND  CHAPTER  OFFICE 

Most  Ex.  Comp.  Girven  pointed  out  in  his  address  last  year 
that  our  present  Grand  Chapter  office  location  in  the  Temple 
Building  was  at  best  to  be  considered  as  temporary  quarters. 
This  area  on  which  the  building  is  situated,  as  well  as,  adjacent 
space  is  all  zoned  for  urban  renewal  and  will,  we  understand 
eventually  become  part  of  the  Toronto  Civic  Center. 

Most  Ex.  Comp.  Chas.  Emmett  has  been  appointed  as  a  com- 
mittee to  keep  in  touch  with  the  situation,  and  endeavour  to  give 
us  as  much  time  as  possible  if,  as,  and  when  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  us  to  find  a  new  location. 

The  situation  is  under  constant  review  by  your  Advisory 
Council. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Emmett  for 
his  constant,  and  continuing  efforts  on  our  behalf. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

One  of  the  most  recent  committees  approved  by  Grand 
Chapter  was  our  Public  Relations  Committee. 

We  have  long  felt  that  our  Royal  Craft  was  "hiding  its  light 
under  a  bushel". 

How  then,  are  we  to  enlighten  our  Brethren  of  the  Craft 
Lodges,  if  our  only  method  is  to  be  the  spoken  word?  I  believe 
our  membership  records  indicate  we  are  sadly  lacking  in  the 
ability  to  speak  for  ourselves. 

Our  Public  Relations  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  S.  Thomson  have  done  an  outstanding  job  in 
getting  press  coverage  of  almost  all  of  our  featured  evenings,  in 
all  parts  of  our  jurisdiction. 

The  pictures,  and  write  ups  have  been  excellent,  and  cer- 
tainly carry  an  impressive  image  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

In  some  areas  the  Committee  were  instrumental  in  arranging 
T.V.  and  Radio  news  coverage,  and  unless  you  are  familiar  with 
public  relations,  and  publicity  work,  you  will  not  fully  appreciate 
the  efforts  of  this  Committee. 

Their  work  however  was  not  confined  to  areas  outside  our 
Chapters,  they  efficiently,  and  effectively  undertook  the  publica- 
tion of  our  first  "Keystone". 

This  pamphlet  carries  the  special  activities  of  many  of  the 
Chapters  across  our  jurisdiction,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  publici- 
zing these  events  other  Chapters  may  draw  upon  them  for  ideas, 
and  for  activities  in  their  own  areas. 
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We  sincerely  hope  our  Companions  will  use  the  material 
and  services  provided  by  this  Committee  to  increase  interest  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and  stimulate  new  applications  for  mem- 
bership. 

This  Committee  deserves  our  heartfelt  thanks  for  such  a 
splendid  effort  on  our  behalf,  and  particularly  after  only  two 
years  in  operation.  It  shows  us  by  example  Companions,  what 
can  be  done  if  we  apply  ourselves  fully  to  the  task. 

We  look  forward  to  an  interesting,  and  informative  report 
from  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  S.  Thomson.

We  commend  him  for  his  zeal,  and  fidelity,  and 
pray  that  the  Great  Jehovah  will  permit  him  many  more  years 
to  sojourn  amongst  us,  and  give  us  the  benfit  of  his  inspired 
leadership. 

Companions  may  I  pause  in  my  report  to  you  to  make  a 
suitable  presentation  to  this  beloved  Companion. 

In  closing  my  remarks  on  appreciation,  I  would  be  very 
remiss  if  I  neglected  to  thank  our  Grand  Scribe  "E."  for  his  ever 
ready  assistance.  His  source  of  general  knowledge  of  our  great 
organization  has  saved  me  many  hours  of  work. 

I  know  that  the  Principals,  and  Scribes  of  the  Chapters  will 
agree  that  our  Grand  Scribe  "E."  gives  their  queries  careful, 
courteous  consideration.  His  willingness  to,  "go  the  extra  mile" 
to  help,  has  been  proven  on  numerous  occasions. 

The  detail  involved  in  the  processing  of  material,  and  the 
constant  effort  to  up  date,  and  improve  our  communication  with 
the  Constituent  Chapters  is  ever  uppermost  in  his  thoughts.  We 
are  indeed  grateful  to  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  J.  Hamilton  for  his  dedica- 
tion to  his  duties. 
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GRAND  SUPERINTENDENTS 

The  office  of  Grand  Superintendent  is  a  very  important  one 
in  our  fraternity. 

Our  Grand  Superintendents  this  year  have  certainly  lived 
up  to  the  great  tradition  of  their  predecessors.  Their  dedicated 
efforts  in  the  Districts,  their  concise,  and  factual  reports  are  all 
hereby  acknowledged  with  deep  thanks.

Our 
day,  and  our  time  is  a  difficult  day,  and  time,  yet  with  the  spirit, 
and  benevolence  of  our  Heavenly  Father  with  us,  and  men  such 
as  you,  dedicated  to  His  service,  we  can  go  forward  in  spirit,  and 
in  truth  fearing  naught,  knowing  He  is  ever  watching  over  us.

146,  Listowel.

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  sub- 
mit my  report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Niagara  Dis- 
trict No.  7. 

My  first  official  duty  was  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp.  Hugh  Angle  P.  Z. 
of  King  Hiram  Chapter  No.  57,  Port  Colborne,  as  my  secretary  and  he 
has  fulfilled  this  duty  in  a  very  capable  and  efficient  manner. 

During  May,  June  and  September  my  secretary,  several  Compan- 
ions and  I  visited  every  chapter  in  the  district  at  least  once.  At  these 
fraternal  visits,  I  urged  every  chapter  to  devise  some  scheme  to  raise 
monies  for  the  bursary  fund  and  explained  its  use  fully.  The  chapters 
were  also  re-informed  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Masonic  Educa- 
tion Committee  and  the  names  of  our  District  Committee  members. 
Chapters,  which  were  not  initiating  new  candidates,  were  admonished 
to  set  up  an  active  membership  committee  and  were  given  many  sug- 
gestions and  methods  to  attract  M.M.s  to  become  R.A.M.s.  To  the  date 
of  writing,  I  have  made  24  fraternal  visits  not  including  the  9  visits 
of  inspection  which  will  be  listed  below  and  have  at  least  4  fraternal 
visits  to  make  before   April. 

There  were  several  evenings  of  particular  interest  during  Centen- 
nial year.  In  early  May  Mount  Moriah  Chapter  No.  19,  St.  Catharines 
held  a  Centennial  night  at  which  an  address  on  the  History  of  their 
Chapter  was  given  as  well  as  the  Personal  History  of  every  living  P  Z, 
most  of  whom  were  in  attendance.  One  P.Z.  present  was  First  Principal 
in  1922  —  43  years  a  P.Z. 

On  September  26th,  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  was  held  at  King 
Hiram  Chapter  No.  57,  Port  Colborne,  at  which  Most  Excellent  Com- 
panion Charles  Emmett  was  the  guest  speaker.  Following  his  talk  he 
fielded  many  questions  from  the  floor  or  referred  them  to  Grand 
Chapter  Committee  for  study.  This  was  a  very  successful  meeting  but, 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  a  few  chapters  were  noticeable  by  their  absence, 
which  points  out  two  flaws  in  our  Grand  Chapter  Constitution.  The 
first  flaw  is  that,  although  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Superintendent 
to  hold  a  Chapter  of  Instruction,  nowhere  in  the  Constitution  does  it 
state  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Principals  to  attend.  Further  the  Consti- 
tution calls  for  this  meeting  to  be  held  within  60  days  of  the  installa- 
tion of  the  Grand  Superintendent.  In  this  District,  this  meeting,  if  held 
in  May  or  June,  would  be  almost  non-attended. 

Our  District  Divine  Service  was  held  Sunday,  October  15  at  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Port  Colborne,  at  which  Right  Excellent  Compan- 
ion the  Rev.  Alex  Campbell  is  a  Past  Grand  Superintendent  of  Huron 
District  as  well  as  a  past  Grand  Chaplain  of  Grand  Chapter. 

There  were  two  Chapter  Dedication  banquets  and  ceremonies,  at 
which  our  beloved  and  esteemed  Grand  First  Principal,  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Stanley  Portch,  accompanied  by  his  Grand  Council  and 
many  other  Grand  Chapter  officers,  presided.  The  first  dedication  was 
Mount  Nebo  Chapter  No.  76  at  Chippawa  on  Saturday,  November  11 
and  the  second  was  at  McCallum  Chapter  No.  29,  Dunnville  on  Satur- 
day, November  25.  The  ceremony  at  McCallum  Chapter  marked  three 
special  occasions  —  first,  the  dedication  of  their  new  Temple;  second, 
the  Centenary  of  their  Chapter;   and   third,  the  Centenary  of  Canada. 
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I  had  the  honour,  at  both  dedications,  to  present  our  Grand  Z  and 
Grand  Chapter  to  the  respective  Chapters  and  then  present  the  Chap- 
ters to  the  Grand  Z  and  Grand  Chapter.

St.  Paul's  Chapter  No.  65  have  heretofore  conflicted  with  Succoth 
Chapter  No.  135  and  therefore  the  former  obtained  dispensation  to 
change  its  night  of  installation  thus  permitting  added  district  support 
which  proved  effective.

Ex.  Comp.  Roy  Roberts  and  V.  Ex.  Comp.  Les  Woolger.  Their  plan- 
ning and  discharge  of  their  important  duties  left  nothing  undone.  The 
Chapter  and  Lodges  of  instruction  under  their  capable  direction  were 
well  attended  and  all  present  gained  useful  knowledge  and  instruction 
which  will  serve  a  useful  purpose  in  the  time  to  come. 

During  my  visitations  to  the  various  Chapters  I  have  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  fund.  I  have  noted  some  re- 
sponse to  my  exhortations  but  too  many  Chapters  have  failed  to  give 
financial  or  other  support  to  this  splendid  Grand  Chapter  project.  I 
would  therefore  recommend  to  my  successor  that  he  urge  all  Chapters, 
to  have  a  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Committee,  the  members  of  which 
will  personally  contact  all  Chapter  Companions  and  acquaint  them  with 
the  purpose  of  the  project.  What  it  has  already  achieved,  in  the  hope 
that  their  individual  interest  will  be  aroused  and  thus  make  a  contri- 
bution so  far  as  their  ability  to  do  so  may  permit. 

The  perplexing  problem  of  Suspensions  for  non  payment  of  duesi 
gives  me  great  concern.  I  do  believe  that  too  many  companions  are 
lost  through  this  avenue  because  the  Chapter  fails  to  obtain  full  know- 
ledge of  the  reasons  which  cause  the  suspension.  Therefore  I  strongly 
recommend  that  no  companion  be  suspended   until  he  has  had  a  per- 
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sonal  discussion  with  at  least  two  members  jointly  of  the  Chapter. 
This  may  reveal  that  there  are  financial  circumstances  beyond  their 
companions  control  through  perhaps  sickness  or  other  adversities.  Like- 
wise he  may  have  some  complaint  which  may  be  justified  or  not,  but 
in  all  probability  may  be  resolved  by  a  frank  discussion  with  two  of 
his  companions.  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  no  companion  should  be 
suspended  until  the  foregoing  procedure  has  been  completed  and  more- 
over I  believe  it  will  bring  about  a  lessening  of  suspensions.  I  should 
mention  that  the  Committee  of  two  should  be  appointed  by  the  Z.  of 
the  Chapter  with  authority  to  submit  a  report  to  him  or  the  Chapter 
with  a  recommendation  of  what  action  should  be  taken. 

I  would  be  most  ungrateful  if  I  did  not  express  my  thanks  and 
deep  appreciation  to  my  Secretary  Ex.  Comp.  Alfred  Moxon  for  the 
great  assistance  he  has  afforded  me  and  District.  His  untiring  efforts, 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  his  duties  must  be  highly  commended. 

My  term  of  office  has  indeed  taught  me  that  no  man  stands  alone. 

Finally  my  term  of  office  has  been  most  rewarding  and  enriched 
my  life  in  Capitular  Masonry  beyond  measure. 

I  am  most  thankful  to  the  Companions  of  the  District  not  only 
for  my  election  but  for  the  tremendous  support  I  have  received  at  all 
times  in  my  earnest  endeavour  to  discharge  my  important  duties  with 
credit  to  myself  but  above  all  honour  to  the  District  and  the  Royal 
Craft  in  general. 

My  best  wishes  are  extended  to  my  successor  with  assurance  of 
my  utmost  support  and  co-operation  and  with  a  full  realization  that 
he  may  depend  on  the  devotion  and  loyalty  of  all  the  Companions 
of  the  district.

The  overall  picture  for  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  Ottawa  District 
is  very  good,  the  work  in  all  the  chapters  is  excellent,  and  the  chapter 
meetings  are  well  conducted,  the  chapter  Officers  and  Past  Principals 
are  proficient  and  endeavouring  to  promote  interest  and  goodwill 
amongst  their  Brethren  and  Companions,  and  the  Companions  in  all 
the  chapters  in  the  district  appear  to.be  most  enthusiastic.  The  only 
disappointing  factor  in?  the  chapters  is  the  small  percentage  of  attend- 
ance throughout  the  year  as  indicated  by  the  attendance  report. 

On  May  31  a  District  Chapter  of  Instruction  was  held  in  the  Ma- 
sonic Temple  at  Ottawa,  at  which  the  councils  of  ten  of  the  twelve 
chapters  in  the  district  were  present,  as  well  as  a  number  of  past  and 
present  Grand  Chapter  officers.

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Once  again  it  is  time  to  report  on  the  activities  of  my  Office  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  February  29th,  1968. 

It  is  no  light  task  to  write  the  year's  report  covering  regrets  and 
complaints,  and  in  this  I  ask  your  indulgence.  Let  us  then  consider  the 
probable  reasons  and  possible  recommendations  on  a  course  of  action 
for  the  future. 

Regretfully  I  must  again  report  loss  of  Membership.  The  complaints, 
however,  are  precisely  the  same  as  those  contained  in  my  previous  re- 
ports. Basically  it  breaks  down  to  receiving  late  reports  from  the 
Committees,  Chapters  and  Grand  Superintendents.  This  results  in 
serious  handicaps  in  preparing  same  for  the  Auditor,  those  requiring 
Committee  reports  and  material  for  submission  to  the  Printer. 

On  the  direction  of  the  Grand  First  Principal,  the  following  five 
Chapters  are  deprived  of  their  1968  voting  privileges,  due  to  the  extreme 
late  receiving  of  their  Chapter  Annual  Returns:  Chapters  Nos.  103,  St. 
Johns;  10,  Warkworth;  115,  Brant;  147,  Lucknow;  230,  Port  Credit. 

While  this  late  reporting  is  extremely  critical,  I  am  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  number  of  late  Returns  received  this  year  has 
been  25%  less  than  that  of  one  year  ago,  although  they  still  make  up 
approximately  one-third  of  all  reports. 

What  is  the  peculiar  nature  of  this  paradox  of  all  time?  The 
Scribes  E.  of  the  Constituent  Chapters,  who  throughout  their  entire 
period  of  Office  are  most  co-operative  and  truly  endeavour  to  preserve 
that  sense  of  harmony  and  uphold  the  precepts  of  our  Institution,  will, 
when  it  comes  time  to  make  their  official  Annual  Reports  to  Grand 
Chapter  Office  ignore  or  overlook  the  accepted  procedure.  I  sincerely 
believe  therefore,  if  the  Scribes  E.  more  fully  understood  the  working  of 
Grand  Chapter  Office  and  of  the  reasons  for  these  requirements  they 
would  gladly  co-operate  in  this  respect. 

In  my  last  report  I  recommended  an  educational  drive,  including 
the  proper  manner  in  reporting  of  Registrations,  etc.,  for  the  First 
Principals  and  Scribes  E.  of  the  Constituent  Chapters.  The  recent 
approved  mailing  of  a  form  letter  and  forms  on  the  proper  procedure 
for  the  submission  to  Grand  Chapter  Office  of  changes  in  the  Chapter 
By-laws  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  Laws  and 
Jurisprudence  should  have  a  marked  improvement  in  this  important 
phase  of  the  Chapter  workings. 

Educating  the  Scribes  E.  does  not  necessarily  mean  teaching  what 
they  do  not  know.  It  means,  on  the  contrary,  that  if  they  know  and 
understand  the  method  and  reasons  for  the  Constitution  requirements 
and  Grand  Chapter  requests,  that  what  may  sometimes  appear  to  be 
difficult  or  unnecessary  work  could  be  done  by  kindness,  by  watching, 
by  warning,  by  precept  and  by  praise.  But  above  all,  I  truly  hope  by 
example. 

Numerous  forms  used  in  the  Scribes  E.  kits,  and  elsewhere  have 
already  been  revised  and  simplified.  It  is  known  that  the  larger  form 
used  in  the  Annual  Returns  is  confusing  to  many  and  this  too  is  expected 
to  be  revised.  If  the  Scribes  E.  have  any  suggestions  they  would  most 
certainly  be  welcomed. 

Since  the  past  year  indicates  267  Suspensions,  perhaps  this  is  a 
warning  that  if  the  Companions  would  only  remember  their  duty  to  the 
Institution  and  its  Character,  they  surely  would  not  permit  themselves 
to  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Excluding  Chapter  No.  163,  which  affiliated  with  Chapter  No.  8, 
Demits  of  356  took  a  heavy  toll.  This  could  raise  the  question  as  to 
whether  every  request  for  a  Demit  and  proposed  Suspension  is  care- 
fully investigated  by  personal  visitation;  a  procedure  which  should  keep 
our  ranks  on  the  increase.     Growth  and  enthusiasm  is  contagious. 

Our  Admissions,  Affiliations,  and  Restorations  outnumber  those 
called  to  a  Higher  Realm  by  284  Members.     Yet  the  Demits  and  Sus- 
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pensions  offset  this  fine  record  by  resulting  in  a  net  loss  of  425  Mem- 
bers. 

My  thanks  to  the  Scribes  E.  and  Grand  Superintendents  who  have 
assisted  in  the  important  work  of  Grand  Chapter  Office  during  the  past 
year  and  assuring  them  of  my  wish  to  be  of  further  assistance  to  them 
at  all  times.

AUDITOR'S  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

Most  Excellent  Companion,  Stanley  Fortch,  Grand  First  Principal, 
Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir: 

I  have  made  my  regular  examination  of  the  books  of  account  and 
supporting  records  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  February  29,  1968.  From  this  exam- 
ination, I  have  prepared  the  statements  listed  below  and  I  now  present 
them  together  with  my  comments   thereon: 

Exhibit  "A"-^Balance  Sheet  as  at  February  29,  1968. 

Exhibit  "B" — Comparative  Revenue  and  Expenditures  Account  for 
the  year  ended  February  29,  1968. 

Schedule  "1" — The  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund  as  at 
February  29,  1968. 

Schedule  "2" — The  Life  Membership  Fund — Grand  Chapter  as  at 
February   29,    1968. 

Schedule  "3" — The  Chapters'  Life  Membership  Fund  as  at  February 
29,  1968. 

Schedule  "4" — The  Scholarships  and  Bursaries  Fund  as  at  February 
29,  1968. 

COMMENTS 

The  Petty  Cash  Fund  was  counted  at  the  time  of  my  examination 
and  found  to  be  in  order.  Vouchers  were  examined  in  support  of  all 
disbursements  from  this  fund.  The  several  bank  balances,  shown  in 
Exhibit  "A"  and  the  Schedules  "1",  "2",  "3"  and  "4"  were  verified  as 
at  February  29,  1968  and  all  the  bank  transactions  in  the  several 
funds  for  the  year  then  ended  were  examined. 

The  Accounts  Receivable  from  the  various  Chapters  were  reviewed 
in  detail  and  appear  to  be  proper  charges  and  collectible.  I  am  pleased 
to  note,  that  as  at  the  time  of  my  examination,  all  Annual  Returns  had 
been   received   from   the   constituent  Chapters. 

The  charge  against  the  Life  Membership  Fund  of  Grand  Chapter 
for  Life  Membership  Dues  for  1967  has  been  computed  on  the  same 
basis  as  in  the  preceding  year.  I  recommend  that  the  balances  due 
from  the  various  funds  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  as  soon 
as  possible. 

The  computation  of  the  accrued  interest  in  the  several  funds  was 
checked  and  found  to  be  in  order. 
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The  inventories  of  supplies  for  resale  and  Jewels  were  furnished  to 
me  by  your  Grand  Scribe  E.  without  further  verification  by  me. 

The  investments  of  the  several  funds  are  set  out  in  detail  in  Ex- 
hibit "A"  and  Schedules  "1",  "2"  and  "4".  These  investments  are  held 
in  a  safe-deposit  box  in  the  City  Hall  Branch  of  The  Canadian  Imperial 
Bank  of  Commerce  in  the  joint  custody  of  any  two  of  the  Grand  Scribe 
E.,  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  President 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  These  investments  have  been  counted  and 
found  to  be  in  order. 

So  far  as  I  was  able  to  ascertain,  from  due  inquiry  of  the  officials 
concerned  and  from  the  information  presently  available,  all  known 
liabilities  of  the  various  funds  were  taken  up  in  the  books  of  account 
as  at  February  29,  1968  and  are  reflected  in  the  attached  statements. 
During  the  fiscal  year  under  review,  proceeds  from  the  disposal  of 
equipment  were  credited  to  the  Reserve  for  Capital  Expenditure  and 
expenditures  for  equipment  were  charged  to  this  Reserve. 

Details  of  operations  of  the  General  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
February  29,  1968,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  account  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  are  set  out  in  Exhibit  "B"  and  compared  with  the  budget 
for  the  fiscal  year  under  review,  as  approved  by  Grand  Chapter. 

I  note  that  during  1968  the  annual  dues  were  increased  to  $1.30 
per  member.  At  the  same  time,  the  commutation  fee  for  life  members 
was  increased  from  $10.00  to  $20.00.  I  should  like  to  point  out  that 
at  the  time  that  $10.00  was  established  it  was  only  expected  to  pro- 
duce $0.50  per  annum.  Using  this  reasoning,  a  commutation  fee  of 
$20.00  should  only  be  expected  to  produce  $1.00  per  annum.  I  realize 
that  when  commutation  fees  were  established,  it  was  only  expected 
that  the  Life  Membership  Fund  would  earn  an  average  of  3%  per 
annum,  and  now  it  is  earning  in  excess  of  this  rate.  However,  I  recom- 
mend that  consideration  be  given  to  increasing  the  fee  for  Honorary 
Memberships  and  Life  Memberships  to  approximately   $25.00. 

As  in  preceding  years,  interim  examination  were  made  of  the 
books  of  account  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  and 
tentative  interim  reports  were  submitted  as  of  August  31,  1967  and 
November  30,   1967. 

My  examination  included  a  general  review  of  the  accounting  pro- 
cedures and  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  other  supporting 
evidence  as  I  considered  necessary  under  the  circumstanes.  I  have 
obtained  all  the  information  and  explanations  which  I  have  required. 

In  my  opinion,  subject  to  the  foregoing  comments,  the  attached 
Balance  Sheets  and  related  statements  are  drawn  up  so  as  to  exhibit 
a  true  and  correct  view  of  the  state  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario  as  at  February  29,  1968  and  the  results  of  its  operations 
for  the  year  then  ended,  according  to  the  best  of  my  information  and 
the  explanations  afforded  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the 
Grand  Chapter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INVESTMENTS 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  make  this  report  on  behalf  of  your  investment 
committee.  Our  submission  will  of  necessity  be  brief  since  there  were 
only  2  bonds  mature  in  1967  and  this  is  the  only  change  in  your  in- 
vestment account  since  the  last  report. 

The  bonds  maturing  this  year  were  1  —  2,000  dollar  investment 
certificate  of  Eastern  and  Chartered  Trust  at  5%%  and  1  —  6,500  dol- 
lar H.E.P.C.  bond  at  4%%.  Both  have  been  renewed  with  The  Canada 
Permanent  Trust  for  1  year  at  QVz%. 

The  opinion  of  the  committee  seems  to  be  that  in  view  of  the  un- 
settled condition  of  the  bond  market  and  the  changing  interest  rate,  we 
should  invest  on  a  short  term  basis  with  the  objective  of  changing  over 
our  holdings  to  a  better  interest  bearing  portfolio.  This  has  been  the 
policy  followed  by  your  committee  this  year. 

I  am  in  the  process  of  having  your  complete  portfolio  of  investments 
evaluated  to  find  the  cost  of  conversion  to  a  better  interest  bearing 
group. 

We  hope  to  have  the  evaluation  report  ready  for  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Gr.  1st  Principals  Advisory  Council  for  their  consideration. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Grand  Council,  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.,  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the  Members  of  this  com- 
mittee for  their  valuable  assistance  and  guidance  in  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GRIEVANCES  AND  APPEALS 

Your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  submits  the  following' 
report: 

1.  Re:    Excellent    Companion    William    L.    Lankin,    a    member    of    St. 
Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  G.R.C. 

A  charge  was  laid  in  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  G.R.C. 
against  one  of  its  members,  Excellent  Companion  William  L.  Lankin 
on  the  Masonic  charge  "Disobedience  to  those  in  authority  or  contemp- 
tuous language  towards  them."  Under  Rule  49  of  the  Constitution  of 
Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  First  Principal  withdrew  this  case  from  trial 
by  the  Chapter  and  referred  the  same  to  a  Commission  for  trial. 

Upon  hearing  evidence  the  Commission  found  Ex.  Comp.  Lankin 
guilty  as  charged  and  recommended  that  he  be  expelled. 

The  then  Grand  Z.  of  this  Grand  Chapter  at  the  Annual  Convoca- 
tion expelled  Ex.  Companion  William  L.  Lankin  from  all  privileges  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry.  This  action  was1  not  in  accordance  with  the  Con- 
stitution of  Grand  Chapter  as  by  Section  6  of  the  Constitution  Grand 
Chapter  alone  has  power  of  expulsion. 

An  appeal  was  filled  on  behalf  of  Ex.  Comp.  Lankin  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Chapter  and  the  appeal 
was  heard  by  your  Committee  at  which  Ex.  Comp.  Lankin  was  present. 

After  reading  the  evidence  taken  before  the  Commission  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commission  and  after  hearing  the  accused, 
your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  concurs  in  the  findings  of 
the  Committee  and  recommends  as  follows: 

That  Excellent  Companion  William  L.  Lankin  be  expelled  by  Grand 
Chapter. 

2.  Re:   Right   Excellent  Companion  O.  B.  Dickinson,   a  member  of   St. 
Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  G.R.C. 

A  charge  was  laid  in  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  G.R.C. 
against  one  of  its  members,  Right  Excellent  Companion  0.  B.  Dickin- 
son, on  the  Masonic  charge  "Disobedience  to  those  in  authority  or  con- 
temptuous language  towards  them."  Under  Rule  49  of  the  Constiution 
of  Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  First  Principal  withdrew  this  case  from 
trial  by  the  Chapter  and  referred  the  same  to  a  Commission  for  trial. 

After  hearing  evidence  the  Commission  found  Right  Excellent  Com- 
panion 0.  B.  Dickinson  guilty  as  charged  and  recommended  that  he  be 
suspended  from  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  G.R.C.  for 
a  period  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  Grand  First  Principal's 
confirmation  of  the  finding  of  the  Commission  and  that  Right  Excellent 
Companion  Dickinson  be  permitted  to  return  to  his  Chapter  only  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Companions  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter 
on  the  said  Right  Excellent  Companion  0.  B.  Dickinson  making  appli- 
cation so  to  do. 

The  then  Grand  Z.  followed  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission 
and  suspended  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Dickinson  as  above.  This  action  was  not 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Chapter  because  by 
Rule  58  of  the  Constitution  definite  suspension  shall  expire  by  limita- 
tion. In  this  case  the  Commission  recommended  suspension  for  a  defin- 
ite period  of  two  years.  By  Rule  54  of  the  Constitution  only  a  Com- 
panion suspended  indefinitely  must  petition  his  Chapter  for  restoration 
and  by  Rule  56  this  vote  must  be  by  ballot  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

An  appeal  was  filed  on  behalf  of  Rt.  Ex.  Companion  Dickinson 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Chapter  and 
this  appeal  was  heard  by  your  Committee  at  which  Rt.  Ex.  Comp. 
Dickinson  was  present  accompanied    by   legal    Counsel. 
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Your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  upon  reading  the  evi- 
dence and  the  findings  of  the  Commission,  and  after  hearing  the  accused 
and  what  was  alleged  by  his  Counsel,  approves  the  finding  of  the  Com- 
mission but  is  of  the  opinion  this  case  merits  more  than  definite  sus- 
pension for  two  years  and  recommends  that  Grand  Chapter  order  in- 
definite suspension  and  direct  that  Rt.  Excellent  Companion  O.  B. 
Dickinson  be  notified  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Executive  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  at  the  next  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  to  show 
cause  why  he  should  not  be  expelled  and  that  in  the  meantime  his  sus- 
pension be  continued.

The  dispensations  granted  by  him,  have  been  found  to  be  mainly 
of  a  routine  nature,  and  constitutionally  in  order  and  are,  therefore, 
approved. 

Your  Committee  acknowledges  the  large  list  of  amendments  to  By- 
Laws  and  wishes  to  compliment  the  various  Chapters  on  their  diligent 
attention  to  this  important  phase  of  our  work. 

We  also  approve  of  our  Grand  Z's  appointments  of  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives and  congratulate  him  on  his  selection. 

We  are  happy  to  share  with  our  Grand  Z,  his  congratulations  to 
the  Royal  Arch  Masons  Welfare  Committee  of  Toronto  District  8  and 
8A  and  also  the  Welfare  Committee  of  Mount  Sinai   Chapter  No.  212 
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Toronto,  for  their  constant  and  untiring  efforts  in  bringing-  relief  and 
happiness  to  those  so  less  fortunate. 

We  note  with  interest  his  reference  to  the  Financial  Status  of  our 
Grand  Chapter  and  congratulate  him  on  the  manner  with  which  he  has 
conducted  the  affairs  of  Grand  Chapter,  which  resulted  in  a  surplus 
far  in  excess  of  our  Budgeted  Figure. 

We  likewise  join  in  his  concern  that  any  surplus  we  may  enjoy  at 
the  present  time,  could  very  quickly  disappear  if  the  continued  drop 
in  our  Membership  is  not  brought  under  control,  and  that  constant 
surveillance  of  our  expenses  in  all  phases  must  be  maintained.

We  observe  with  equal  concern,  his  reference  to  an  incident  re- 
garding a  violation  of  our  constitution  and  concur  in  his  observations. 

We  note  with  particular  interest,  his  reference  to  the  Constitutional 
Review  Committee  and  wholeheartedly  concur  that  this  work  be  car- 
ried on  without  delay  and  that  action  be  implemented  as  quickly  as 
possible  in  order  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  Committee. 

We  note  his  gracious  acknowledgement  and  indebtedness  to  the 
Members  of  his  Grand  Council,  his  Officers  and  Committee  Members, 
whose  great  contributions  are  so  essential  to  the  success  of  his  office. 
We  acknowledge,  with  gratitude,  his  expression  of  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation. 

We  particularly  join  with  him,  in  expressing  congratulations  to 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  James  Woodland  for  the  outstanding  contribution  he  has 
made  down  through  the  years,  to  Masonry  in  general,  and  Grand 
Chapter  in  particular. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  record  its  endorsement  of  the 
address  and  Annual  Report  of  the  activities  of  our  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal, Most  Excellent  Companion,  Stanley  Portch.  It  is  a  record  of 
faithful  dedicated  service.  He  has  given  untiringly  of  his  time  and 
talents  and  has  maintained,  in  a  most  gracious  manner,  the  great  and 
fundamental  principles  of  our  time  honoured  Institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHIVE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

This  report  of  the  Archives  Committee  for  the  year  1967-68  is  not 
lengthly  but  it  does  contain  certain  suggestions  dealing  with  the  pre- 
servation of  items  of  interest  to  the  history  of  the  various  Chapters 
but  more   specifically  with   that  of  Grand   Chapter.     In   checking  over 
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some  of  the  items  in  the  Archives  it  became  quite  apparent  that  if 
Grand  Chapter  is  to  have  a  worthy  collection  of  the  records  of  the 
past  some  books!  of  valuable  materials  are  in  need  of  repair.  If  we 
deem  them  of  great  historic  importance  then  we  should  seriously  con- 
sider preserving-  them.  There  are  a  number  of  large  bulky  Royal  Arch 
Mason  registers  or  folios,  which  contain  the  membership  from  the  start 
of  Grand  Chapter  in  Ontario.  The  annual  consulting  of  these  and  check- 
ing with  the  annual  returns  have  caused  them  to  become  divorced  from 
their  backing  into  almost  a  pile  of  loose  leaves.  The  age  of  the  paper 
also  has  made  the  paper  rather  brittle.  To  reduce  the  need  to  consult 
these  folios  at  the  year  end,  our  Grand  Scribe  E.  has  recopied  the 
names  of  the  living  members  into  an  easier  to  handle  new  set  of  folios. 
This  does  not  however  say  that  these  old  records  do  not  need  to  be 
consulted,  because  some  of  our  demitted  or  suspended  members  may 
decide  to  return  to  the  fold  or  if  a  Chapter  is  approaching  their  Cen- 
tennial, their  historian  may  wish  to  consult  one  or  all  of  those  folios. 
We  are  sure  that  there  may  be  many  such  requests.  It  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  some  documents  which  to  some  of  us  may  seem  almost 
useless,  may  be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  student  of  masonry  in  the 
future. 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  Folio  5,  a  massive  volume,  deal- 
ing with  the  membership  in  the  1920's  (40  to  50  years  ago),  contain- 
ing the  membership  of  the  half  century  life  of  those  nearing  their  cen- 
tennial. This  is  now  reduced  to  a  group  of  about  500  loose  pages,  mak- 
ing handling  very  difficult  for  the  book  and  the  checker.  These  pages  are 
getting  brittle  with  age,  so  brittle  that  the  rebinding  is  an  impossibil- 
ity. Some  of  the  other  folios  are  almost  as  bad.  The  committee  did 
not  go  into  the  price  of  restoration  of  them  but  suggest  two  possibilities, 
both  of  which  would  entail  some  expense  and  labour: 
(a)  The  refacing  of  the  original  with  a  transparent  self -attaching 
material  and  then  binding,  (b)  the  lengthy  and  laborious  task  of  re- 
copying  in  a  new  binder  or  folio. 

The  membership  index,  a  cross-referenco  for  these  folios  is  exten- 
sively used  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E  and  his  secretary  at  all  times  of 
the  year  when  any  request  is  made  about  the  membership,  past  or  pre- 
sent. This  book,  if  we  may  presume  to  call  it  that,  has  passed  its  state 
of  usefulness  as  it  now  is  it  is  but  a  cover  containing  a  mass  of  loose 
pages.  We  recommend  that  it  be  replaced.  I,  the  chairman,  would  be 
pleased  to  spend  the  time  recopying  it  so  that  hours  of  valuable  time 
of  our  Grand  Scribe  E.  will  not  be  wasted  in  using  it  for  the  years  to 
come. 

There  are  also  in  our  Archives  many  old  historic  records,  dating 
back  to  the  early  1800's.  We  feel  that  these  should  be  preserved  by  a 
transparent  facing  and  proper  filed  to  preserve  the  history  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry.  The  continual  folding  of  such  papers  soon  causes  the 
ancient  paper  to  break  and  crumble,  it  like  ourselves  becomes  fragile 
with  age. 

These  are  the  major  points  which  we  feel  that  Grand  Chapter 
should  put  attention  upon  to  preserve  our  very  valuable  but  easily  lost 
historical  articles.

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario: 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

A  better  knowledge  of  our  Ritual  is  becoming  more  and  more  wide- 
spread and  more  uniform  in  interpretation. 

But  my  friends,  if  our  Order  stands  for  anything,  it  is  surely  to 
be  found  upon  the  side  of  good  citizenship,  and  the  uplift  of  our 
character  and  the  application  of  the  Golden  Rule.  A  man  who  does  not 
experience  a  beneficial  influence  upon  those  with  whom  he  associates, 
can  never  lend  strength  to  our  Royal   Craft. 

Each  one  of  us  must  realize  that  the  beautiful  lessons  of  Capitular 
Masonry  are  not  intended  to  provide  a  vehicle  for  a  display  of  ritual- 
istic talent;  nor  yet  just  a  part  of  an  attractive  and  interesting  yet 
insincere  ceremonial;  but  are  intended  to  present  a  challenge  to  each 
one  of  us  to  apply  the  principles  to  our  lives  and  our  daily  living. 

I  believe  a  word  of  caution  should  be  sounded  in  regard  to  the 
selection  of  our  officers  and  leaders. 

No  educational  system  will  be  of  any  value  to  a  Chapter,  if  the 
Officers  show  indifference,  lack  of  enthusiasm,  or  poor  workmanship. 

It  must  always  be  remembered  that  to  succeed  "he  who  wears  the 
spurs  must  first  win  them." 

Surely  it  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that  an  Officer  shall  set  an 
example  in  diligence,  interest  and  enthusiasm  —  the  success  or  failure 
of  each  Chapter  depends  on  this!

Your  Educauon  Commitcee  have  conscientiously  reviewed  questions 
submitted  to  it  during  the  past  year  and  have  worked  closely  with 
the  Masonic  Instruction  Committee  in  the  task  of  unifying  and  improv- 
ing, the  understanding  of  our  ritualistic  work  —  this  to  be  reported 
specifically  by  that  Committee.

SPECIAL  PROJECTS  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 
CONSTITUTION  REVISION 

To  The  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of 
Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  which  was 
appointed  by  Most  Excellent  Comp.  James  Girven  to  revise  our  Consti- 
tution. 

To  accomplish  our  task,  we  obtained  copies  of  the  Constitutions  of 
all  the  Grand  Chapters  in  Canada,  except  that  of  New  Brunswick,  and 
how  we  came  to  miss  that  particular  body  seems  to  have  been  an  over- 
sight. In  order  to  see  what  jurisdictions,  other  than  Canadian,  are  doing 
with  their  Grand  Chapters,  we  obtained  copies  of  the  Constitutions  of 
Northern  Ireland,  England,  Michigan,  New  Jersey  and  California. 

A  study  of  these  Constitutions  was  very  interesting,  although  the 
time  consumed  could  not  be  measured  in  hours,  but  in  days  and  weeks. 
We  found  some  provisions  in  these  other  Constitutions  which  are  ex- 
tremely interesting  and  could  very  likely  be  used  to  good  advantage 
by  ourselves. 

As  we  reported  last  year,  we  have  a  completed  draft  of  the  pro- 
visions pertaining  to  the  Constituent  Chapters.  We  also  have  in  the 
process  of  being  typed  a  complete  draft  of  the  provisions  dealing  with 
Grand  Chapter.  At  the  time  of  dictating  this  Report,  some  typing  re- 
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mains   to   be   done   and   if   it    is    not   completed   by   the    time    that  this 
Report  is  presented,  it  will  be  shortly  thereafter. 

At  a  Meeting'  of  the  Advisory  Committee  held  recently,  our  Report 
was  discussed,  and  the  suggestion  made  that  since  it  could  not  possibly 
become  effective  before  1969,  and  probably  not  then  owing  to  the 
rather  large'sized  problem  of  submitting  it  to  the  various  Chapters  and 
receiving  any  recommendations  they  might  desire  to  make,  it  was 
recommended  to  us  that  we  pass  a  number  of  amendments  to  our  Con- 
stitution as  it  stands  at  present  so  as  to  take  care  of  the  considerable 
number  of  requests  for  changes  which  have  been  made  during  the  last 
year  or  so.  This  seemed  to  be  a  good  idea,  so  our  Committee  has 
decided  to  pursue  that  course.  Therefore,  at  our  next  Regular  Convoca- 
tion, several  amendments  will  be  suggested  for  your  approval,  which 
will  be  in  accordance  with  wishes  which  have  already  been  expressed 
by  Chapiters. 

One  of  the  amendments  that  has  been  suggested  to  us  is  that 
the  Chapters  be  allowed  to  close  down  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  before 
proceeding  with  either  of  the  other  Degrees.  We  think  that  that  is  a 
matter  of  changing  the  Ritual,  but  we  will  certainly  bring  in  some 
provision  at  the  next  Convocation  for  your  consideration  to  make  this 
possible. 

In  the  name  of  economy,  we  have  been  wondering  if  it  would  not 
be  possible  to  cut  down  the  length  of  our  Convocation  by  one  day. 
We  think  that  the  Grand  First  Principal  is  contemplating  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  to  study  this  matter.  To  this  end,  the  Districts 
could  hold  their  own  district  meetings  in  their  respective  Districts  for 
the  election  of  their  Grand  Superintendents  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
Grand  Chapter.  Other  Grand  Chapters  have  adopted  that  practice 
with  considerable  iiatisfaction. 

Another  matter  which  has  been  brought  before  our  Committee  is 
the  matter  of  concurred  jurisdiction  with  all  the  Chapters  across  the 
entire  jurisdiction.  There  are  ^arguments  for  and  arguments  against 
this,  but  it  is  something  you  can  take  home  with  you  and  think  over 
carefully. 

We  iare  also  going  to  lay  before  your  provisions  for  a  different 
type  of  election,  namely  the  use  of  the  transferable  vote.  Three  other 
Grand  jurisdictions  have  this  system.  It  might  entail  a  little  longer 
time  for  the  scrutineers  to  count  the  ballots,  but  it  would  certainly  save 
the  time  of  Grand  Chapter  in  having  to  have  more  than  one  election. 
In  this  connection  further,  we  wil  also  lay  before  you  the  suggestion 
that  the  elections  take  place  at  a  different  time.  This,  of  course,  will 
depend  on  a  ilarge  extent  on  how  the  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter 
can  be  shortened. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  items  that  have  been  brought  before  our 
Committee  [and  this  is  advance  warning  so  that  you  can  give  them 
your  best  consideration.  Perhaps  a  letter  to  any  member  of  our  Com- 
mittee expressing  your  views  could  be  sent  forward  and  we  can  assure 
you  that  it  would  be  most  helpful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF 
ASSISTANCE  TO  CHAPTERS 

To  the   Most   Excellent  the   Grand  First  Principal,   Officers   and   Mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal   Arch   Masons   of  Canada   in   the 
Province  of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Executive  has  had  great  concern 
about  our  continuing  high  losses  in  membership.  This  led  to  the  appro- 
val by  Grand  Chapter  last  year  of  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
study  ways  of  assisting  and  stimulating  our  Constituent  Chapters  to 
reverse  this  loss  of  membership  trend. 

Your  Committee  felt,  that  to  be  effective  we  needed  to  enlist  the 
help  of  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Constituent  Chapters  and  in 
this  way  (find  out  the  problems  they  were  facing,  along  with  their  sug- 
gestions for  overcoming  them. 

A  letter  sent  to  each  First  Principal  listing  a  number  of  questions 
asked  that  he  discuss  them  with  his  Executive  Committee  any  reply 
giving  answers  to  the  questions  and  any  recommendations  his  Chapter 
felt  would  contribute  to  greater  interest  and  stimulation  in  Royal  Arch 
Masonry. 

Even  though  we  have  received  replies  from  slightly  less  than  one- 
third  of  our  Constituent  Chapters  your  Committee  has  been  greatly 
heartened  by  the  depth  of  ithought  and  ^commendations  in  the  replies. 
Many  of  the  replies  have  been  three  to  four  pages  in  length  and  added 
to  this,  some  dedicated  and  extremely  interested  Companions  have  sent 
in  personal  letters  through  their  Excellent  First  Principals. 

While  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  summarize  the  recommendations, 
I  ,will  report  on  the  major  ones.  I  should  point  out  though  that  quite 
a  number  of  the  recommendations  if  adopted  would  require  changes-  to 
our  Constitution  requires  a  notice  of  motion  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.  before  the  31st  day  of  January  preceding  the  Con- 
vocation at  which  the  Motion  is  to  be  considered.  Consequently  these 
recommendations  cannot  be  brought  before   Grand   Chapter  until   1969. 

A  number  of  other  suggestions  and  recommendations  had  to  do 
with  matters  which  are  beyond  our  jurisdiction  and  are  matters  over 
which  Grand  Lodge  has  authority. 

It  was  evident  from  the  replies  that  practically  all  Constituent 
Chapters  felt  the  number  of  meetings  per  year  should  remain  as  covered 
by  our  present  Constitution  and  By-laws. 

There  was  practically  unanimous  opinion  that  the  amalgamation 
of  smaller  Chapters  would  do  little  to  overcome  our  problems. 

Again,  practically  all  Chapters  recommended  that  our  Scholarship 
and  Bursary  Fund  should  be  our  Major  Charitable  work  and  that  all 
Chapters  should  give  this  Fund  their  full  support. 

I  believe  without  exception  all  replies  agreed!  that  t^e  social  side 
of  our  programs  should  be  stimulated  with  new  ideas  snd  apnroaches. 

A  large  number  of  Chapters  recommended  that  what  has  become  a 
tradition  in  some  districts,  of  superintendents  being  elected  in  rotation, 
should  be  discouraged  in  favour  of  a  nomination  of  a  Candidate  from 
each  Chapter  and  an  election  of  the  most  qualified  Companion. 

Another  strong  recommendation  from  several  Chapters  was  a 
request  that  whatever  changes  are  necessary  be  instituted  to  permit 
Chapters  to  be  closed  down  rather  than  calling  off,  when  the  two 
degrees  of  M.M.M.  and  M.E.M.  are  being  conferred. 

This,  Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions  can  only  be  a  progress 
report  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the  other  two-thirds  of  our  Chapters 
will  reply  to  our  letter  with  further  recommendations.  In  the  meantime 
careful   study   will   be   given   to   the   proposals   by   your   Advisory  Com- 
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mittee  for  appropriate  action  prior  to  our  next  Convocation  of  Grand 
Chapter  in  1969. 

We  would,  however,  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  express  our  apprecia- 
tion to  the  Chapters  that  have  replied  and  to  indicate  that  it  is  quite 
evident  that  the  study  has  brought  forth  considerable  discussion  at 
Chapter  level  and  stimulated  them  to  greater  efforts  to  work  harder 
to  interest  their  present  membership  in  attendance  and  to  seek  addi- 
tional new  members. 

In  conclusion  Most  Excellent  Sir,  your  Committee  would  like  to 
express  our  appreciation  for  this  opportunity  to  serve  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  look  forward  to  your  new  Committee  being  able  to  bring  for- 
ward appropriate  action  to  enable  some  of  the  recommendations  to  be 
put  into  use.

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

In  assuming  the  Chairmanship  of  the  important  Committee  on 
Public  Relations,  it  was  my  conception  that  we  needed  to  obtain  much 
more  in  the  way  of  press  coverage  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  so  that 
the  community  as  a  whole,  and  our  Masonic  brethren  in  particular, 
would  get  the  impression  that  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Ontario  con- 
stituted a  living  vital  organism.  A  good  public  image  should  create 
more  interest  in  the  Order  in  general,  and  thereby  open  avenues  for  an 
extension  of  our  influence,  in  a  time  when  the  Masonic  influence  is 
needed  more  than  at  any  time  in  our  history. 

Some  organizations,  said  to  have  similar  aims,  seem  at  times  to 
have  become  confused,  and  lost  their  way.  The  'God  is  dead'  movement, 
emanating  from  certain  sections  of  the  clergy,  calls  for  a  loud  and 
convincing  rebuttal.  To  a  Mason,  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe 
is  very  much  alive.  Hence,  the  community  must  be  first  conscious  of 
our  existence,  if  we  are  to  make  them  conscious  of  our  message.  This 
aim  justifies  a  public  relations  effort  throughout  our  Jurisdiction.  In 
the  process,  we  ought  to  attract  Masons  who  have  not  completed  their 
journey,  including  those  who  have  lost  interest,  and  therefore  stimulate 
our  membership  drives. 

We  have  sought  to  accomplish  these  aims  by  informing  the  Press, 
and  other  media,  of  the  agenda  of  our  Grand  Z.,  and  of  events  of  in- 
terest of  a  local  nature,  such  as  Hamilton  District  reception  to  the 
Grand  Z.,  where  our  ladies  added  so  much  to  the  event.  I  am  displaying 
some  examples  of  our  success. 

A  new  venture  was  the  launching  of  our  Information  Bulletin, 
The  Keystone,  the  first  issue  of  which  was  distributed  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction  a  few  months  ago.  We  are  grateful  to  all  who  forwarded 
news  items  for  inclusion.  We  had  intended  a  second  edition  by  now, 
but  were  restricted  by  what  Ottawa  euphemistically  calls  "budget 
pressures".  Material  to  hand,  and  more  to  come,  will  be  in  the  next 
edition,  early  June. 

We  have  also  been  receiving  various  samples  of  the  regular  sum- 
mons. These  tend  to  have  a  generally  stodgy  appearance,  and  many 
could  do  with  revision.  Some  good  examples  we  have  seen  are  those 
of  London  Chapter  No.  150,  and  Hiram  Chapter  No.  2,  Hamilton.  All 
Chapters    might    consider    changes    to    make    these    more    striking    in 
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appearance,  and  more  readable.  The  aim  surely  is  to  stimulate  interest 
in  pursuance  of  the  larger  aim,  promotion  of  the  health  and  vigour 
of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  BURSARIES 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province 
of  Onltario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Once  more  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  a  report  on  behalf  of  this 
important  Grand  Chapter  Committee. 

It  has  been  written  that  experience  is  a  great  teacher  and  conse- 
quently your  Committee  repeats,  with  great  emphasis,  its  previous 
earnest  conviction  that  not  only  is  there  a  great  need  for  this  Grand 
Chapter  project  to  assist  children  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  field  of 
higher  education,  but  that  its  value  and  worthwhileness  have  been  proven 
beyond  any  question  of  doubt. 

From  information  received  from  universities  and  those  students 
who  have  received  awards  of  bursaries,  your  Committee  is  proud  to 
report  that  Grand  Chapter  has  undoubtedly  enhanced  its  public  stature 
and  prestige  as  a  result  of  its  program  in  the  field  of  higher  education. 

However,  your  Committee  must  report  that,  in  its  opinion,  the  edu- 
cational project  has  not  received  the  practical  and  financial  support 
it  deserves  from  all  the  companions  of  the  constituent  chapters,  and  is 
unable  to  understand  the  obvious  apathetic  attitude  shown  by  so  many 
chapters.  It  is  true  that  your  Committee  has  received  some  reasons  for 
this  —  two  main  ones  being  that  Chapters  have  not  sufficient  funds  to 
enable  them  to  make  a  donation  and  that  there  has  been  a  lack  of 
publicity. 

Your  Committee  has,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  advised  chapters 
by  circular  letters  and  other  media  that,  while  it  is  most  grateful  for 
donations  from  Chapter  funds  yet  the  primary  purpose  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  educational  program  was  to  demonstrate  to  all  companions 
that  Grand  Chapter  had  embarked  on  a  program  that  was  of  vital  in- 
terest in  a  broad  field  of  Masonic  endeavor,  and  hopefully  rekindle 
interest  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction,  thus  accepting 
an  individual  responsibility  to  support  a  Grand  Chapter  project  which 
has  already  proven  itself,  but  can  be  of  such  tremendous  value  to 
children  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  who  otherwise  would  be  denied  higher 
education  but  for  a  bursary  granted  by  Grand  Chapter. 

Surely,  therefore,  companions,  you  will  understand  the  concern 
of  your  Committee  that  it  has  denied  too  many  deserving  applications 
only  because  so  many  companions  have  failed  to  lend  their  financial 
support.  Your  Committee  in  its  most  recent  circular  strongly  empha- 
sized that  even  an  average  donation  of  fifty  cents  from  all  companions 
within  our  jurisdiction  would  enable  your  Committee  to  grant  all  the 
applications  it  has  and  expects  to  receive.  Your  Committee  is  respect- 
fully of  opinion  that  no  companion  would  deny  such  a  request  if  pro- 
perly approached  and  advised  of  the  achievements  of  the  past  and  its 
expectations  for  the  future  need,  particularly  in  the  field  of  bursaries, 
which,  of  course,  are  only  given  where  need  exists. 

Your  Committee  has  been  advised  that  in  some  areas  a  -feeling 
exists  that  Grand  Chapter  bursaries  are  given  where  other  financial 
benefits  or  assistance  have  been  or  can  be  obtained.  Your  Committee 
reports  strongly  that  this  is  an  entirely  erroneous  impression.  All  ap- 
plications are  channeled  to  your  Committee  from  constituent  chapters, 
signed  by  the  First  Principal  and  the  Scribe  E.  and  the  seal  of  the 
Chapter  affixed  thereon  and  if  this  question,  namely:  "Will  it  be  im- 
possible for  you  to  attend  University  without  assistance  from  this  or 
a  similar  Committee?"  is  answered  in  the  negative  the  application  is 
automatically  declined. 

The  field  of  publicity  is  an  important  one  and  your  Committee  is 
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strongly  of  opinion  that  this  can  be  best  served  at  chapter  level,  par- 
ticularly through  chapiter  circulars  or  summonses  and,  most  important, 
by  a  strong-  active  chapter  committee.  Your  Committee  believes  that  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  it  has,  from  time  to  time,  acquainted  chapiters  by 
circular  letters  and  other  channels  of  its  programs  and  policies  and 
exhorted  First  Principals  to  give  companions  information  by  reading 
excerpts  of  its  reports  found  in  Grand  Chapter  Proceedings.  Some 
chapiters  have  obviously  taken  the  desired  action  and  these  have  been 
mainly  responsible  for  the  donations  which  have  been  received.  How- 
ever, your  Committee  is  most  gravely  concerned  to  observe  from  Chap- 
ter summonses  that  a  great  majority  of  chapters  have  no  Scholarship 
and  Bursary  Committee  and  rarely,  if  at  any  time,  make  reference  to 
this  Grand  Chapter  project. 

Likewise,  your  Committee  has  been  asked  why  the  Grand  Chapter 
Public  Relations  Committee  apparently  failed  to  publicize  the  Scholar- 
ship and  Bursary  Program,  particularly  through  the  medium  of  the 
first  issue  of  the'  "Keystone"  or  Grand  Chapter  Bulletin.  Your  Commit- 
tee on  Scholarships  and  Bursaries  was  not  requested  to>  make  any  form 
of  contribution  and,  indeed,  its  Chairman  was  unaware  that  such  a 
bulletin  was  to  be  issued  until  a  copy  reached  him  through  the  mail 
and  I  have  no  knowledge  who  sent  it.  However,  I  have  been  informed 
that  pressure  of  time  precluded  the  contact  of  all  Chairmen  of  all 
Grand  Chapter  Committees,  notwithstanding  thalt  a  telephone  call  would 
have  sufficed;  moreover,  the  Grand  Z.  has  requested  that  an  article  be 
made  available  for  the  next  issue. 

However,  your  Committee  would  direct  attention  of  all  companions 
to  the  article  prepared  by  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  and  appear- 
ing in  the  March  -  April  edition  of  "The  Freemason".  This  was  pre- 
pared at  the  request  of  Comp.  M.  F.  Beach,  Managing  Editor  and  Pub- 
lisher, and  your  Committee,  and,  indeed,  Grand  Chapter  generally, 
expresses  to  Comp.  Beach  its  deep  sense  of  gratitude  and  appreciation 
for  this  most  excellent  publicity. 

Your  Committee  has  received  many  inquiries  regarding  Income  Tax 
Deduction  for  donations  made  to  the  Fund.  It  is  able  to  report  that  it 
believes  all  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  National  Revenue 
were  met  and  submitted  for  its  consideration  some  months  ago,  but  at 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  no  decision  from  the  Department  has 
been  received.  However,  when  the  decision  is  available  all  chapters  will 
be  advised  accordingly.  If  our  request  is  granted  your  Committee  will 
decide  upon  the  procedure  to  be  used  in  giving  an  official  receipt  for 
Income  Tax  purposes  where  the  donor  requests  that  one  be  issued.  All 
chapters  will,  of  course,  be  advised  of  this. 

Application  forms  for  bursaries  have  already  been  sent  to  all 
chapters,  together  with  a  circular  letter  advising  that  a  deadline,  name- 
ly August  31st  next,  has  been  set  and  any  applications  received  after 
that  date  will  not  be  considered. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  there  is  not  a  limit  on  the  number  of 
applications  any  chapter  may  submit  providing,  of  course,  it  is  satisfied 
that  there  is  financial  need.  Any  chapter  requiring  further  application 
forms  may  obtain  them  on  request  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  and  most  proud  to  report  that  on  Sep- 
tember 1st  last  it  awarded  seven  $500  and  one  $300'  bursaries.  However, 
it  regretted  that  it  had  to  deny  five  applications  because  of  the  limited 
funds  at  its  disposal.

His  counsel,  direc- 
tion and  encouragement  have  been  of  great  inspiration  to  the  Com- 
mittee Members  and  most  of  all  to  the  Chairman.  His  contribution  to 
Masonry  generally,  and  especially  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  known 
nationally  and  internationally  and  our  Grand  Chapter  has  been  the 
great  beneficiary  of  his  many  years  of  service  and  we  pray  that  he 
may  continue  with  God's  blessing  for  years  to  come  to  be  of  service 
to  Masonry  in  general  and  this  Grand  Chapter  in  particular. 

I  am  recommending  that  he  be  replaced  on  the  Committee  by  Ex- 
cellent Companion  Aube  Weisman,  a  Past  Principal  of  Mount  Sinai 
Chapter  No.  212,  who  has  given  marked  service  in  the  field  of  Scholar- 
ships and  Bursaries  in  many  other  areas  and  is,  consequently,  well 
fitted  to  serve  as  a  member  of  your  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Commit- 
tee. 

Finally,  my  companions,  may  I  make  two  quotations:  the  first  is 
taken  from  the  April  Summons  of  Quinte  Friendship  Chapiter  and,  I 
believe,  must  be  credited  to  its  Scribe  E.  Very  Excellent  Companion 
Mont.  Barlow,  who  we  know  is  a  most  enthusiastic  supporter  of  the 
Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund.  The   quote   is: 

"It  is  regrettable  that  some  Royal  Arch  Mason's  child  is  denied 
a  higher  education  just  because  you  forgot. 
"The  dollar  vou  intended  to  give  would  have  helped  a  Mason's 
child  LEARN  and  LIVE." 

If  any  proof  is  needed  of  the  need  and  worthwhileness  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  project  of  Scholarships  and  Bursaries,  surely  the  fol- 
lowing letter  should  supply  it  without  any  question  of  doubt.  This 
letter  is  from  a  young  man  who  is  now  a  student  at  the  University  of 
Waterloo.  It  is  dated  November  20th,  1967  and  reads  as  follows: 
"Dear  Mr.  Searle: 

"Would  you  kindly  convey  to  the  members  of  the  Bursary  Com- 
mittee   and    through    your    committee    to    the    Grand    Chapter    of    the

sincere  and  grateful  thanks  for  the  bursary  which  I  have  received.

The  concrete  interest  you  have  shown  in  this  field  by 
the  foundation  and  support  of  these  bursaries  is  greatly  appreciated  by 
my  parents  as  well  as  myself,  and  is  indeed  a  most  commendable  en- 
deavour. I  shall  strive  to  prove  myself  worthy  of  your  interest  and 
consideration  in  my  forthcoming  academic  year. 

"May  you  prosper  in  this  most  worthwhile  phase  of  your  work. 
Such  an  investment  may  reap  dividends  far  beyond  our  means  to  com- 
prehend. " 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  this  young  man  has  not  only  thanked 
Grand  Chapter  but  has  thrown  to  us  a  great  challenge,  which  all  the 
companions  of  our  jurisdiction  can  ill-afford  not  to  accept  to  the  full.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF 
CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellenlt  Sir   and   Companions: 

My  opening  remarks  in  this  report  must  deal  with  the  condition 
of  Capitular  Masonry  as  it  appears  to  me,  and  as  it  must  appear  to 
all  who  have  travelled  extensively  around  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  in 
support  of  Our  Grand  First  Principal.  Most  Excellenlt  Companion  Stan- 
ley Portch  is  a  truly  dedicated  Mason  and  his  capable  leadership  and 
untiring  efforts  on  behalf  of  this  Grand  Chapter  should  stand  out  as 
a  shining  example  to  us  all.  We  heartily  commend  his  desire  to  pub- 
lish a  Grand  Chapter  Bulletin,  the  first  issue  of  which  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  members,  and  which  will  keep  us  informed  of  important 
happenings  relating  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  in  and  around  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction.  Congratulations  are  certainly  in  order  for  the  Public 
Relations  Committee  headed  by  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Wm.  S.  Thomson. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Portch  has  been  aided  and  supported 
by  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  G.  Harold  Shannon,  Grand  Second  Principal,  Rt.  Ex. 
Comp.  Frederick  W.  D.  Welham,  Grand  Third  Principal  and  a  small 
but  dedicated  band  of  Past  Grand  First  Principals,  whose  contribution 
to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  over  the  years  should  serve  as  a  source  of  in- 
spiration and  guidance  to  its  members. 

During  our  travels  we  have  observed  only  the  highest  degree  of 
capability  and  enthusiasm  throughout  the  various  Chapters,  that 
augurs  well  for  the  continued  success  of  our  Royal  Craft.  Noteworthy 
among  these  events  were:  the  second  annual  Royal  Arch  Ball  in  Lon- 
don; the  reception  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  in  Oakville  by  the 
Hamilton  District  No.  5;  Internaional  meetings  at  Sarnia  and  Port 
Huron;  Grand  Chapter  nights  in  Mount  Sinai,  White  Oak  and  Mimico 
Chapters;  dedications  in  Dunnville,  Chippawa,  Lambeth  and  Etobicoke; 
the  receiving  of  fifteen  applications  in  one  month  by  Golden  Star  Chap- 
ret,  Dryden;  by  Beaver,  Shekinah  and  Humber  Chapters;  the  presenta- 
tion of  four  50  year  Royal  Arch  Mason  Jewels  in  Mount  Nebo  Chapter 
by  the  Grand  First  Principal,  and  many  others,  mention  of  which  time 
and  space  will  not  permit. 

However,  a  careful  perusal  of  the  very  fine  reports  turned  in  by 
the   Grand    Superintendents,   indicates   that  a   number   of   our   Chapters 
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are  suffering:  from  a  lack  of  this  capability  and  enthusiasm,  that  is  so 
necessary  to  the  growth  and  well-being-  of  any  Chapter,  and  that  a 
concentrated  effort  on  the  part  of  those  who  "have",  is  necessary  to 
aid  those  who  "have  not".  Our  Grand  Chapter  is  fully  aware  of  this 
situation,  and  a  Study  Committee  under  the  leadership  of  Most  Excel- 
lent Companion  James  E.  Girven  is  endeavouring*  to  solicit  the  help 
of  constituent  Chapters  in  reversing  the  decline  of  membership 
and  in  stimulating  a  renewed  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry. 
It  is  regretful  that  once  again  we  must  report  a  net  loss,  this  time  of 
425  members,  and  oddly  enough  the  number  of  withdrawals  was  442. 
The  801  additions  overcame  the  267  suspensions  and  517  deaths  by  17. 
From  these  figures  two  important  facts  emerge;  first  we  must  make 
a  concerted  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  suspensions  and  resigna- 
tions; secondly,  we  must  generate  an  enthusiastic  desire  to  introduce 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  Master  Masons,  in  the  hope  that  they  may 
become  a  contributing  force  to  our  Royal  Craft. 

There  is  nothing  that  any  of  us  can  do  that  will  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  members  who  are  called  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above,  but  there 
is  something  that  can  be  done  to  lessen  the  number  of  demits  and  sus- 
pensions. This  committee  recommends  personal  visitation  by  a  care- 
fully selected  group  of  experienced  and  diplomatic  companions  to  all 
those  who  request  demits  or  fall  behind  in  the  payment  of  dues. 

Other  items  that  require  our  attention  include:  the  attendance  of 
companions  at  the  regular  convocations;  the  general  welfare  of  com- 
panions at  all  other  times;  the  activation  of  the  committees  in  charge 
of  instruction  and  Masonic  education  at  Chapter  level,  and  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  interchapter  and  interlodge  visitations.  We  are  par- 
ticularly pleased  with  the  visitations  that  are  presently  being  carried 
on  and  feel  that  they  are  contributing  greatly  to  the  pleasure  and 
enjoyment  of  our  meetings  and  to  the  success  of  our  Royal  Craft. 

A  rather  disturbing  factor  that  we  noted  is  that  a  numiber  of  our 
Chapters  are  still  operating  on  yearly  dues  as  low  as  $5.00,  and  $6.00, 
an  amount  which  is  completely  out  of  line  with  present  day  prices.  We 
recommend  that  each  Chapter  consider  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
whose  duty  it  would  be  to  study  the  financial  structure  of  the  Chapter 
and  submit  recommendations  which  would  ultimately  bring  about  a 
brighter  financial  picture.  We  also  recommend  the  establishment  of  a 
Life-membership  fund  for  those  Chapters  who  do  not  presently  have  one, 
consistent,  with  the  constitution  of  Grand  Chapter. 

In  other  areas  the  building  of  new  Masonic  Temples,  beautiful, 
desirable  but  expensive  monuments  to  Masonry,  will  likely  add  an  addi- 
tional burden  of  expense  to  the  Lodges  and  Chapters  concerned,  forc- 
ing them  to  renew  their  thinking  and  perhaps  even  to  consider  seek- 
ing new  quarters  within  their  means. 

While  moslt  of  the  items  mentioned  in  this  report  are  covered  more 
fully  in  other  reports  to  this  Grand  Chapter,  we  feel  that  this  com- 
mittee should  recognize  the  work  being  done  by  the  Welfare  Commit- 
tees of  the  Toronto  Districts  8  and  8A  and  Mount  Sinai  Chapter  No. 
212;  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  Committee  which  has  been 
making  steady  progress  under  Most  Excellent  Comp.  Maurice  A.  Searle; 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  Instruction  Committee  whose  services,  although 
freely  offered,  have  not  been  as  widely  requested  as  we  had  hoped. 

The  number  and  calibre  of  Divine  services  held  throughout  the 
jurisdiction  is  certainly  commendable,  giving  us  the  opportunity  not 
only  to  worship  together,  but  to  demonstrate  to  the  world  the  happy 
and  beneficial  effect  of  our  time  honoured  institution. 

We  have  noted  with  satisfaction  the  number  of  dedications  of  new 
temples,  indicating  a  healthy  condition  which  we  hope  will  continue 
for  some  time. 
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We  agree  with  the  appointment  of  the  committee  whose  members 
are  charged  with  the  responsiiblity  of  updating  the  Constitution,  as 
we  feel  that  this  is  an  area  that  needs  some  improvement.  We  also 
approve  of  the  appointment  of  the  Public  Relations  committee  and  we 
endorse  their  efforts  in  this  field. 

We  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  recognize  the  contribution  made 
by  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  J.  Hamilton,  Grand  Scribe  E.  His  friendly  and 
willing  assistance  given  wherever  and  whenever  requested,  has  en- 
deared him  to  all,  and  is  truly  appreciated. 

My  Companions,  while  in  the  overall  picture  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
appears  to  be  in  generally  good  condition,  there  are  a  few  areas  of 
concern.  We,  who  are  the  leaders  of  this  great  fraternity,  must  con- 
tinually endeavour  to  up-date  our  thinking.  We  must  be  prepared  to 
give  to  the  members  what  it  is  that  they  would  like  (to  receive;  we 
must  say  to  them  just  what  they  would  like  to  hear;  we  must  encour- 
age them  to  do  just  what  they  would  like  to  do;  all,  of  course,  within 
the  bounds  of  civic,  moral  and  Masonic  guide  lines.  We  must  always 
be  on  our  guard  against  encroachment  from  without  and  from  within. 

Through  continued  exposure  to  Masonry  in  its  many  branches 
it  becomes  more  apparent  and  more  important  that  those  who  are  in 
a  position  of  authority  should  continue  to  exhibit  that  exemplary  con- 
duct and  the  wisdom  of  King  Solomon  which  will  stand  as  a  friendly 
beacon  on  the  rocky  shores  of  destruction,  guiding  its  charges  over 
the  rough  seas  of  passion  and  difficulty  into  that  safe  and  peaceful 
harbour  where  we  hope  to  enjoy  endless  bliss  and  everlasting  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

The  Committee  of  Finance  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  February  29,  1968. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Auditor  and  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  for  the  year  ending  February  28,  1968  have  been  received  by 
this  Committee  are  now  being  submitted  to  Grand  Chapter  for  con- 
sideration. 

We  find  these  reports  fully  and  accurately  set  details  and  trans- 
actions, of  the  financial  position  of  this  Grand  Chapter  for  the  fiscal 
year.  All  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements  in  respect  of  the  General 
Fund,  the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund,  the  Life  Member- 
ship Fund,  the  Chapter's  Life  Membership  Fund  and  the  Scholarship 
and  Bursaries  Fund  are  properly  detailed  and  these  reports  contain 
complete  schedules  of  the  securities  in  which  these  funds  are  now 
invested. 

Exhibit  "A"  is  a  balance  sheet  showing  all  the  assets  and  liabilities 
of  Grand  Chapter.  It  includes  the  funds  which  are  entrusted  to  and 
over  which  Grand  Chapter  has  control. 
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Our  securities  have  been  examined  by  the  Auditor.  They  are  held 
in  a  place  and  custody  authorized  by  Grand  Chapter.  The  present  par 
value  of  all  securities  is  $161,300.00.  The  Committee  on  Investments 
will  present  a  detailed  report  on  our  securities. 

The  amount  owing  by  the  Constituent  Chapters  is  $1,734.51,  your 
Committee  feels  that  this  is  much  too  high  and  represents  an  increase 
of  $639.10  over  last  year.  The  five  year  average  of  the  amount  due 
Grand  Chapter  by  the  Constituent  Chapters  is  $1,378.31,  this  is  a  size- 
able amount  and  your  Committee  urges  the  Chapters  to  make  their 
payments  to  Grand  Chapter  asi  called  for  in  the  Constitution. 

The  amount  owing  Grand  Chapter  from  the  Life  Membership  Fund, 
the  Chapter's  Life  Membership  Fund  and  the  Scholarship  and  Bursaries 
Fund  totals  $954.43,  your  Committee  recommends  that  as  soon  as  funds 
are  available  in  these  several  accounts  that  transfers  be  made  to  the 
General  Account  to  cover  this  amount. 

Last  year  we  budgeted  for  a  surplus  of  $715.00  and  due  to  an  in- 
crease of  the  per  capita  tax  we  show  a  surplus  of  $2,481.43. 

In  preparing  our  budget  for  the  year  1968-1969  we  still  find  our- 
selves in  a  period  of  rising  costs,  this  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in 
some  areas  in  our  proposed  budget  for  1968-1969  in  which  we  antici- 
pate a  surplus  of  $529.00. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  his  assistant 
for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  their  office  are  being 
carried  out. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  to  the  Grand  Z.,  their  apprecia- 
tion for  his  guidance  during  the  year.  To  the  Grand  Treasurer  and 
the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  their  thanks  for  help  also  given. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  and  respectfully  submitted  on  behalf 
of  the  Committee.

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution,  Laws  and  Jurisprudence  is  privi- 
leged to  present  its  report  for  the  year  1967-68. 

One  new  set  of  Chapter  By-laws  was  received,  reviewed  and  re- 
commended for  the  approval  of  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

Thirty-nine  sets  of  amendments  to  Chapter  By-laws  were  received, 
reviewed  and  recommended  for  the  approval  of  the  Grand  First  Principal.

During  the  three  years  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  review  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  By-laws  of  our  various  Chapters,  I  have 
come  to  realize  the  difficulty  being  experienced  by  various  Scribe  E.'s, 
and  even  Grand  Superintendents,  in  determining  what  is  required  to 
enable  the  Grand  First  Principal  to  approve  amendments  to  Chapter 
By-laws.  With  the  knowledge  and  permission  of  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal, I  prepared  a  letter  of  instructions  on  December  18,  1967,  and  for- 
warded a  copy  of  same  to  the  Scribe  E  of  every  Chapter  in  our  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  setting  out  the  procedure  to  be  followed  when  submitting 
amendments  to  Chapter  By-laws  for  the  approval  of  the  Grand  First 
Principal.  This  letter  of  instruction  had  attached  to  it,  proposed  forms 
that  could  be  used  by  the  Scribe  E  in  submitting  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  his  Chapter  By-laws,  including  a  proposed  Certificate  to  be 
signed  by  the  Grand  Superintendent. 

Amongst  the  various  requests  for  our  opinion,  received  during  the 
year,  we  were  asked  whether  a  Companion  appointed  a  "Very  Excellent" 
could  be  relieved  of  this  appointment  at  his  own  request.  We  advised 
that  we  were  of  the  opinion  that  this  Companion  could  be  relieved  by 
submitting  his  resignation  to  Grand  Chapter,  requesting  that  he  be 
permitted  to  do  so. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  C.  Ackert  recommended,  under  cover  of  his  letter 
of  July  25,  1967,  as  follows:  "...  I  would  like  you  to  give  consideration 
regarding  the  closing  of  a  Chapter  at  a  regular  convocation,  when  either 
the  Mark  Master's  or  Most  Excellent  Master's  Degrees  are  being  con- 
ferred. I  would  like  to  see  the  Chapter  closed  —  in  full  form,  and  then 
opened  in  either  of  the  other  degrees,  and  not  go  through  the  formality 
of  calling  off  the  Chapter,  and  then  calling  it  back  on  again,  to  close 
for  the  evening.

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CAPITULAR  REVIEW 

Annual  Review  of  the  Proceedings  of  Other  Grand  Chapters 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and 
Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  in 
the   Province   of   Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions, 

On  looking  over  the  names  of  my  "Illustrious  Ancestors",  on  this, 
the  preparation  of  this  work  of  Reviewing  the  proceedings  of  so  many 
Grand  Chapters  throughout  the  Universe;  I  approached  the  task  with 
much  trepidition  and  the  hope  and  trust,  that  with  the  aid  of  the  Grand 
Architect  of  the  Domain  of  Mankind;  I  might  at  least  copy  the  example 
of  my  predecessors. 

I  have  studied  over  seventy  copies  of  Proceedings,  of  various  York 
Rite  Bodies,  and  with  the  exception  of  Great  Britain,  where  the  gains  in 
membership,  New  Lodges  (Craft),  new  Chapters,  are  almost  beyond  be- 
lief. However  we  must  not  overlook  the  impact  of  the  various  economic 
and  social  trends  as  shown  by  the  history  of  Great  Britain.  During 
periods  of  severe  austerity  in  this  great  land,  the  general  reaction,  to 
turn  from  one  extreme  to  another.  When  prosperity  smiled  the  theme  is 
'let's  live  for  today,  and  let  tomorrow  take  care  of  itself.  But  when 
times  are  difficult  there  has  been  a  turn  to  the  Church,  the  Masonic 
Temple  or  some  new  fangled  Religious  cult.  It  is  just  possible  that 
the  present  trend  is  caused  by  circumstances  and  may  not  be  perman- 
ent. Time  will  tell. 

Ideas  rule  our  world  today.  The  masonic  fraternity  embodies  the 
very  ideas  which  can  liberate  man  from  the  shackles  of  today's  uneasi- 
ness. The  ideas  we  have  inherited,  down  through  the  ages  of  toil  and 
history  are,  even  in  this  era  as  new  and  fresh  as  eternal  truth.  We 
still  have  the  opportunity  —  nay,  perhaps  a  last  chance  —  to  lead  the 
world  out  of  our  dark  hours  into  a  fairer  dawn. 

The  main  causes  of  our  grievous  concern  over  membership  losses 
are:  deaths,  suspensions  for  N.P.D.,  demits.  However  these  are  not  the 
only  points  for  concern.  Serious  thought  and  study  has  been  given  to 
the  grievous  fall  off  in  attendance:  for  example  it  has  been  pointed  out 
that  many  of  the  Chapters  who  show  a  very  low  percentage  of  the 
members  in  attendance  compared  with  fifteen  to  twenty-five  years 
ago;  are  Chapters  which  meet  in  Masonic  Temples  in  what  are  now 
'Built  Up'  areas  where  parking  is  now  very  restricted.  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  many  of  these  large  Temples  house  a  good  number  of 
Craft  Lodges,  Royal  Arch  Chapters,  and  other  branches  of  Masonry  all 
of  which  suffer  for  the  locality.  In  the  U.S.A.  this  condition  has  been 
receiving  serious  study. 

All  the  Reports  are  not  sad  ones,  however,  some  Grand  Chapters 
show  worthy  gains;  as  already  explained  these  gains  are  by  Grand 
Chapters  with  a  majority  of  their  members  in  rural  and  agricultural 
areas. 

The  general  concensus  on  the  prime  causes  of  losses  are  the  stan- 
dard of  officers  being  elected  in  some  districts,  where  inattention  to 
approved  practice  and  procedure  are  neglected  and  also  'APATHY'  pre- 
vails because   of  careless   and  faulty  work. 

In  one  Grand  Chapter  twenty-one  Chapters  were  suspended  from 
degrees  through  inability  of  the  officers.  These  Chapters  were  being 
taken  in  hand  by  the  district  Grand  Lecturers  and  the  various  Masonic 
education  Committees  until  such  tme  as  the  schooling  of  the  officers 
reached  efficiency. 
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It  seems  that  now  enough  work  is  being  done  by  the  various 
membership  and  publicity  committees  to  encourage  Master  Masons  to 
complete  their  degrees  in  Masonry  by  embracing  the  Supreme  Degree 
of  The  Holy  Royal  Arch. 

As  the  great  John  Ruskin  once  said: — 

"In  order  that  people  may  be  happy  in  their  work,  these  three 
things  are  needed:  They  must  be  for  it;  They  must  not  do  too  much 
of  it;  and  they  must  have  a   sense  of  success  in  it." 

Companions  let  us  work  with  our  zealous  might  at  our  various 
Masonic  duties.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  if  properly  portrayed  and  nur- 
tured can  still  be  prosperous  and  progressive  throughout  our  own 
Country  and  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Why  should  there  be  so  many  among  us  prepared  to  sit  down  and 
'push  the  panic  button'  while  there  are  others  who  are  willing  to  make 
great  sacrifices  to  keep  this  great  order  of  Freemasons,  with  the  em- 
phasis on  the  'FREE',  where  it  belongs  in  the  world  and  in  the  life 
of  man? 

This  old  world  of  ours  is  going  through  one  of  the  most  disturb- 
ing and  dangerous  periods  in  the  'History  of  Mankind';  yet  the  Order 
of  Freemasons  still  continues  to  hold  up  its  gracious  head,  above  all 
the  cults  and  isms.  We  bow  in  reverence  to  the  Almighty  and  place 
our  trust  and  hopes  in  Him,  The  Great  Architect,  and  ask  that  He 
may  give  us  strength  and  courage  to  working  towards  advancing  our 
great  Masonic  Craft  to  the  pinnacle  of  success  based  on  Brotherly 
Love,  Faith,  Friendship  and  Fidelity. 

And  in  Faith,  Friendship  and  Fidelity  may  we  ever  dwell. 

Some  twenty  years  after  the  persecuton  by  Diocletian,  Constantine 
the  Roman   Emperor,  wrote: — 

The  eternal  and  divine  goodness  of  our  God  which  is  past  under- 
standing by  no  means  permits  the  conditions  of  mankind  to  wander  too 
long  in  darkness,  nor  does  it  allow  the  hateful  wills  of  some  men  to 
prevail  so  long  that  it  will  not  open  afresh  to  them  by  its  own  most 
brilliant  lights  a  road  to  salvation,  nor  grant  to  them  conversion  to 
the  rule  of  righteousness.     I  know  this  full  well  from  many  examples.

The  Subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  were  well  represented 
at  this  Convocation. 


Alaska

Thirteenth  Annual  Convocation. 

Membership   523;   Chapters   5;   Net  Gain  for  period — 4. 

Four  Chapters  were  represented  at  the  Grand  Convocation. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  on  his  visits  to  all  Chapters  in 
the  jurisdiction,  with  the  main  purpose  of  helping  each  where  at  all 
possible  and  to  get  to  understand  the  various  problems  of  each  one 
better.  The  Grand  Council  was  making  a  very  strong  effort  to  have  the 
two  Southern  Chapters  affiliate  with  the  Grand  Chapter.

The  Grand  High  Priest  expresses  his  concern  in  the  following 
excerpt  from  his  address: — "In  a  time  when  the  State  is  showing  an  in- 
crease in  population,  when  most  of  our  population  is  receiving  higher 
wages,  when  general  conditions  are  conducive  to  better  informed  citizens 
and  more  time  to  devote  to  activities  of  all  kinds,  we  should  be  showing 
a  definite  increase  each  year  rather  than  a  loss.  I  can  account  this  loss 
in  only  one  way,  apathy.  Apathy  on  the  part  of  the  Officers  and  mem- 
bership generally  over  the  State.  We  must  elect  competent  officers 
and  then  give  them  one's  wholehearted  support,  in  the  procurement  of 
petitions,  in  the  processing  of  the  candidates  and  in  the  operation  of  the 
various  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Chapter,  only  then  can  we  hope  to 
progress."

I  sent  a  personal  letter  to  each  Companion  who  was  liable  for  suspen- 
sion this  year,  over  170,  the  results  far  exceeded  my  fondest  expecta- 
tions.   A  copy  of  this  letter  is  attached  to  this  report." 

"Again  this  year  our  Grand  Chapter  shows  a  loss  in  membership. 
This  loss,  I  feel,  can  be  attributed  to  three  things: — 

(1)  Poor  work  and  lack  of  activities. 

(2)  General  decline  of  the  fraternity;  and 

(3)  Apathy. 

The  letter  sent  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  delinquent  members, 
amounted  to  an  appeal  to  such  member  to  state  his  case  as  to  why  he 
was  in  arrears,  and  that  possibly  some  arrangement  could  be  made.

Attendance  at  the  School  was  very  poor,  but  an  effort  was  made  at 
each  Session  to  assist  those  who  were  interested  enough  to  attend.  On 
two  occasions  there  were  enough  in  attendance  to  fill  the  station. 

A  great  effort  is  being  made  to  establish  a  complete  cooperation 
among  all  the  local  York  Rite  Bodies. 

Among  the  visitors  present  were  Representatives  from  many  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  the  Sister  States. 

Many  Fraternal  Visits  were  made  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  sister 
Jurisdictions. 

United  Grand  Lodge  and  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England 

Despite  the  adverse  economic  conditions  and  all  the  restrictions;  and 
the  serious  world  conditions  this  Grand  Old  Mother  Lodge  and  Chapter 
continue  to  show  a  steady  and  unbelievable  increase  in  new  Lodges  and 
Chapters.     Also  major  increases  in  Membership. 

The  speech  made  by  the  Duke  of  Kent  after  his  Installation  as 
Grand  Master  is  most  interesting;  worthy  of  careful  thought.  The 
following  is  very  interesting: — "His  Royal  Highness  The  Duke  of  Kent 
said: 

'Brethren,  it  is  with  very  real  feelings  of  emotion  that  I  rise  to 
thank  not  only  those  who  have  just,  spoken  words  of  congratulation, 
encouragement,  and  advice,  but  all  of  you,  Brethren,  whose  presence 
here  is  a  token  of  the  enthusiasm  felt  for  our  Order  by  some  half  a 
million  members  of  the  English  Constitution.  Many  have  travelled  con- 
siderable distances  to  attend  this  meeting  by  sea,  land  and  air,  for  ours 
is  an  Institution  which  is  still  world-wide.  Many  more,  I  fear,  have 
been  disappointed  in  that  the  inelasticity  of  this  building  has  prevented 
their  attendance,  though  I  doubt  myself  whether  any  other  building 
exists  that  is  so  well  suited  for  purposes  of  this  kind,  nor  can  there  be 
any  in  which  so  many  great  Masonic  functions  have  been  held  in  the 
100  years  since  my  great,  great  grandmother  laid  its  foundation  stone. 
You  will  all,  I  feel  sure,  sympathize  with  me  in  the  hope  that  it  will  be  a 
number  of  years  before  another  function  of  the  same  type  is  called  for.' 

'What  about  the  third  principle,  Truth?  It  is  equally  as  important 
as  the  other  two,  but  is  seldom  defined,  and  I  fear  not  practised  as  much 
as  it  used  to  be.  As  we  enter  this  new  era,  can  we  not  dedicate  our- 
selves to  the  pursuit  of  truth  and  sincerity  which  in  many  respects  is 
its  equivalent?  The  original  Grand  Master  whom  we  commemorate 
and  whom,  according  to  our  ritual,  I  represent,  wrote  many  wise  words 
in  the  Book  of  Proverbs,  but  none  define  the  real  Mason  so  adequately 
as  what  his  father  wrote  in  the  Fifteenth  Psalm.  If  we,  as  individuals, 
can  uphold  these  standards,  and  if  our  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
can  maintain  them,  we  shall  make  a  real  contribution  to  that  grand 
design  which  does  not  consist  only  of  being  happy  and  communicating 
happiness  but,  under  God,  of  making  the  world  in  which  we  live  a  better 
place  not  only  for  our  own  but  for  succeeding  generations'." 
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Florida 

One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  Annual  Convocation.  Miami,  May  17, 
1967.  Lofton  Dee  Chiles,  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding.  James  Wesley 
MacDonald,  Grand  High  Priest  Elected,  1967-1968. 

Forty-five  Representatives  for  other  Sister  Jurisdictions  answered 
the  roll. 

The  following  Proclamation  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  is  very  in- 
teresting: 

Whereas,  the  cardinal  principals  of  all  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
is  a  firm  belief  in  the  Supreme  Being,  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  the 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  which  principles  are 
emphasized  in  all  of  the  degrees  in  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  belief  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Florida  that 
all  Royal  Arch  Masons,  wherever  dispersed,  shall  annually  proclaim  their 
belief  in  the  fundamental  tenets  of  our  Fraternity  by  setting  apart  a 
day  to  be  known  as  "Religious  Affirmation  Day". 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  concluding  his  Report,  remarks  on  the 
condition  of  the  craft,  pointing  out  the  large  number  of  Suspensions  for 
N.P.D.,  noting  that  some  of  the  Chapters  are  well  organized,  their  pro- 
grams well  planned  and  they  are  making  progress;  while  others  are  led 
by  apathy  or  indifference.  The  only  way  to  success  is  a  well  planned, 
dedicated  and  sincere  effort  by  teamwork. 

Total  Membership  at  end  of  year  1965,  9,623;  additions  during  the 
year,  483;  total,  10,106;  total  deductions  during  the  year  1966,  585; 
total  Membership  at  end  of  year  1966,  9,521;  net  loss  for  year,  102. 

The  Reports  of  the  various  Committees  are  very  interesting,  and 
show  a  great  light  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  State 
of  Florida. 

Georgia 

One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  Annual  Convocation,  Macon,  April 
19,  20,  1967.     Joseph  Robert  Richardson,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Silver  Keys  to  the  City  of  Macon  were  presented  to  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  and  to  the  Most  Illustrious 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Georgia,  by  the  Hon.  B.  F.  Mer- 
ritt  Jr.,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Macon. 

Thirteen  District  Deputies  are  listed  of  which  eleven  were  present. 

The  Subordinate  Chapters  were  well  represented  at  this  Convocation. 

Several  Dignitories  from  other  Masonic  Bodies  v/ere  present  and 
given  recognition. 

In  his  Report  the  Grand  High  Priest  reports  the  great  extent  of 
his  visitations  during  his  term  of  office  travelling  16,078  miles  within 
the  State  of  Georgia. 

Paul  H.  Ponder,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of 
Georgia,  was  presented,  and  in  his  address  he  stated,  that  there  are  over 
ninety-seven  thousand  Masons  in  the  State  of  Georgia.  He  also  sug- 
gested that  instead  of  arguing  and  debating  on  the  various  problems  of 
Masonry,  the  tenets  of  Masonry  should  be  followed  as  has  been  said, 
"one  man  living  a  brotherly  life  is  worth  a  thousand  lectures  on  Brother- 
hood". 

We  can  turn  out  thousands  of  card  carrying  Masons,  but  let  us  pray 
and  truly  work  toward  impressing  and  making  great  souls  out  of  them 
to  become  the  leaders  of  the  future  and  all  Masonry  will  move  forward 
to  greater  heights  than  ever  before. 

Number  of  chartered  Chapters,  129;  Membership  December  31,  1965, 
26,332;  December  31,  1966,  26,320;  net  loss,  12. 
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373   Companions  have  been  called  to   the   Celestial  Lodge  above, 
during  the  year.     As  we  pause  to  do  honor  to  our  departed  Companions, 
may  we  be  again  reminded  of  the  shortness  of  life  and  the  uncertainty 
of  its  continuance,  and  be  inspired  by  their  examples  to  labor  well  and 
to  present  work  that  shall  pass  the  Grand  Overseer's  Square.

Death  has  taken  a  very  heavy  toll  of  the  membership  of  the  Subor- 
dinate Chapters  509c  of  a  loss  of  60  members. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  of  1966-67,  M.  E.  Floyd  Bandy,  during  his 
term  of  office  visited  every  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

A  very  interesting  Resolution  (no.  3)  was  passed;  censuring  The 
Royal  Arch  Mason  Magazine  for  not  adhering  to  past  established  prac- 
tices of  policy  in  publishing  articles  not  of  the  highest  factual  quality. 
Copies  of  this  Resolution  were  sent  to  all  Grand  Chapters  throughout 
the  United  States  and  to  The  Royal  Arch  Mason  Magazine. 

The  following  is  from  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Historian: — 
"People  outside  our  York  Rite  do  not  know  of  the  fine  work  we  are 
doing,  nor  can  they  know  unless  we  tell  them  by  way  of  the  Press. 
The  press  cannot  publish  news  and  meeting  notices  unless  they  are 
informed.  We  blame  our  local  papers  for  lack  of  lodge  news,  but  is  it 
their  fault.  Do  we  call  the  paper,  asking  them  to  publish  notices  of 
our  meetings  and  after  such  meeting  do  we  call  them  giving  them 
information  regarding  our  meeting,  who  the  candidates  were  and 
other   information    interesting   to    the    public."

Prayer:  Most  Holy  Lord  God,  Father  of  all,  we  thank  Thee  that 
Thou  hast  brought  us  safely  together.  Endow  our  minds  with  strength 
fit  for  the  tasks  ahead  of  us;  for  without  Thee  we  are  mere  creatures 
of  chance  yet  with  Thee  we  are  men  of  destiny,  high  in  calibre  and 
character.

And  though  this  is  a  general  trend  in  all  branches  of  Masonry  in  the 
whole  of  our  Nation,  yet  it  is  no  consolation  to  our  Grand  Chapter 
and  certainly  not  to  your  present  Grand  High  Priest. 

If  members  are  to  be  the  sole  basis  for  success  then  this  has  been 
a  most  unsuccessful  year  for  we  had  a  net  loss  of  158  members.  This  is 
sixteen  more  than  for  1964.  While  we  did  not  exalt  as  many  companions 
the  one  bright  spot  is  that  there  were  sixty-eight  less  suspensions  than 
in  1964.  However  I  do  not  consider  numbers  to  be  the  only  basis  for 
judging  success." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  proceeded  to  explain  that  during  his  many 
visits  all  over  the  state,  that  he  met  many  industrious  members  and 
also  a  number  of  Chapters  who  showed  enthusiasm  which  had  led  to 
much  progress  and   good  companionship. 

His  message  and  expressive  theme  was: — "But  let  not  the  thought 
of  the  close  of  our  labour  dominate  us,  but  rather  let  each  companion 
give  thought  and  care  to  the  task  assigned  for  the  day.  So  shall  each 
day  be  fruitful  of  good  results,  and  whenever  the  task  is  finished  it 
will  be  complete;  and  in  the  presence  of  that  Supreme  High  Priest 
which  is  the  Mason's  God  there  will  await  us  that  peace  which  fadeth 
not  away."

We  trust  you  will  enjoy  your  stay  with  us  and  that  when  you 
return  home  you  will  carry  with  you  our  best  wishes  and  warm  fra- 
ternal  greetings   to   your   Companions. 

The  only  sickness  our  Craft  is  suffering  from  is  namely  Compla- 
cency, which  is  allowed  to  exist  will  soon  develop  into  Defeatism. 

Purposeful  living  comes  with  developing  talents,  character  and 
opportunity  and  in  accepting  real  responsibility  with  reverence  and 
request. 
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The  visitations  were  very  comprehensive  within  and  without  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Louisiana,  by  the  Grand  High  Priest.

It  was  called  to  everyone's  attention  that  for  the  first  time  in  the 
memory  of  most,  the  Triennial  Session  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
was  held  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  from  October  9th  to  13th,  inclusive. 

What  was  originally  intended  as  a  routine  visit  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Maine  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick,  has  now  blos- 
somed into  an  annual  affair. 

The  visitations  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  were  many  and  diversified. 

On  the  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Fraternity  the  order  is  again 
troubled  by  a  net  loss  in  membership  of  200  Companions.  Membership 
loss  by  death  was  275.    Exaltations  were  245. 

The  Report  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  on  his  findings  on  his 
visits  to  the  several  constituent  Chapters  is  very  interesting. 

The  experience  of  the  Grand  High  King  on  his  visits  follow  very 
much  along  the  same  pattern. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer:  Eleven  Chapter  Schools  of 
Instruction  were  held.  The  average  attendance  held  its  own,  the  records 
show  that  25  Chapters  were  not  represented  at  a  school  this  year.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  Chapters  will  make  a  special  effort  to  attend  a  school 
next  fall. 

Membership  at  March  1,  1967:  Forty-five  Chapters  show  a  loss; 
sixteen  a  gain;  and  five  the  same  membership.  Loss  200  as  stated 
above. 

M.E.  Stanley  F.  Maxwell,  General  Grand  Master  of  the  2nd  Veil 
and  personal  representative  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest,  M.E. 
Sprague  Hanna  Carter,  brought  greetings  and  addressed  the  Companions 
on  pertinent  matters  being  considered  and  pending  in  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  International. 

Manitoba 

44th  Annual  Convocation,  Winnipeg,  8th  February,  1967.  Grand 
First  Principal  M.  Ex.  Comp  Wilford  Nelson  Citton,  Grand  Z.,  1967. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  received  by  W.  Bro.  Alderman  L.  H.  Clayton, 
Deputy  acting  Mayor  of  Winnipeg. 

Grand  Chapter  was  also  welcomed  and  received  by  the  representative 
of  the  Premier  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba. 

The  Flags  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America  were  pre- 
sented in  a  colourful  ceremony  by  Companion   Staff  Sergeant  T.   Brue 
and    Companion    Sergeant    H.    Steer    of    the    Royal    Canadian    Mounted 
Police.

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From  the  address  of  THE  GRAND  MASTER: 

Dwight  L.  Smith,  past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana, 
in  his  booklet  "Whither  Are  We  Travelling"  sums  up  his  views  under 
ten  headings  which  I  have  condensed  as  follows: 

1.  There  is  a  very  real  need  for  many  more  good  leaders. 

2.  There  should  be  more  care  in  selection  of  candidates. 

3.  We  have  made  Masonry  too  cheap;  our  fees  are  ridiculously  low. 

4.  Too  many  city  lodges  are  too  big  to  be  effective. 

5.  Too  much  attention  is>  being  devoted  to  concordant  off-shoot  bodies. 

6.  We  do  not  practice  personal  charity  but  give  as  a  group  sometimes 
by  an  automatic  levy  per  member. 

7.  We  do  not  make  the  most  effective  use  of  the  refreshment  period. 

8.  We  do  not  give  significant  instruction  beyond  that  contained  in  the 
degrees. 

9.  We  have  lowered  standards  of  work  and  instruction  in  our  lodges. 
10.    We  waste  our  energies  on  programmes  which  do  not  produce  results. 

M.  Wor.  Bro.  Smith  expresses  himself  with  conviction  and  to  quote 
him  "Calls  a  Spade,  a  Spade".  His  arguments  are  forceful  and  difficult 
to  refute  and  their  application  to  our  Craft  Lodges  and  to  your  Chapters 
certainly  merits  serious  consideration. 

The  visits  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  were  very  extensive.  The 
Chapters  received  the  Grand  Z.  with  great  warmth  and  enthusiasm. 

The  visit  of  the  Grand  Z.  of  Manitoba  to  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario;  held  in  Toronto,  Ontario.  Had  a  tremendous 
reception  and  was  impressed  with  the  great  dignity  and  efficiency  of  the 
proceedings. 

Present  in  the  East  as  distinguished  visitors,  all  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
were:  The  M.W.  the  Grand  Master  of  A.F.  &  A.M.,  the  head  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  33rd  Degree  of  Canada,  the  head  of  the  Sovereign  Great 
Priory  of  Canada,  and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Cryptic  Rite.

This  Grand  Chapter  suffered  very  heavy  losses  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
above.  Eighteen  Past  High  Priests  and  182  other  Companions. 
"Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled;  ye  believe  in 
God,  believe  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house 
are  many  mansions:  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would 
have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for 
you." 

Very  active  Summer  Schools  of  Instruction  are  conducted.  These 
are  very  well  attended  and  are  most  successful  in  their  purpose. 

A  good  number  of  Companions  who  have  been  Royal  Arch  Masons 
for  more  than  50  years  were  recommended  for  their  50  year  pins. 

Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Leo  J.  Gent  is  Grand  Representative  of  Maryland 
near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ontario,  Canada. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer: 

Following  our  usual  custom,  Chapters  of  Instruction  are  held  twice 
a  month  from  September  to  May  in  Baltimore  and  every  week  during 
the  Summer  at  various  points  around  the  State.  A  pattern  appears  to 
have  developed  at  the  Winter  schools,  when  those  attending  are  mainly 
from  the  Chapter  exemplifying  the  Degree.  The  picture  is  entirely  dif- 
ferent during  the  Summer  schools.  No  other  Masonic  Bodies  are  meet- 
ing which  would  require  the  attendance  of  the  Officers  of  Chapters, 
consequently   the    average    attendance    at   the    schools    held    around    the 
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State  was  67.  The  largest  number  present  was  74,  with  14  Chapters 
represented,  and  the  smallest  number  was  60,  with  15  Chapters  repre- 
sented. 

For  their  attendance  at  Summer  Chapter  of  Instruction  a  number  of 
Companions  earned   Certificates. 

Massachusetts 

M.E.  Archie  M.  Simons:  Grand  High  Priest. 

From  the  Report  of  the  M.E.  Grand  High  Priest: 

"A  summary  of  the  petitions  received  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
fiscal  year  indicate  that  we  are  doing  about  the  same  as  we  did  for 
the  same  period  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  not  good  enough.  We 
must  increase  our  efforts  to  procure  new  members  if  we  are  to  stay 
alive.  New  members  are  needed,  to  replace  those  lost  each  year  through 
deaths,  demits,  and  suspensions.  New  members  are  needed  to  help  keep 
us  solvent  and  a  going  concern  to  help  defray  the  operating  expenses 
of  each  individual  Chapter." 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  also  remarked  at  some  length  about  the 
"detached  Masons"  who  are  members  only  in  name,  and  do  nothing  to 
promote  the  craft,  and  may  only  have  become  members  'out  of  idle 
curiosity'. 

"Today  more  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  our  civilization,  our 
world  needs  the  influence  of  men  of  good  will,  banded  together  in  a 
common  cause,  to  promote  brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth  in  a  troubled 
world." 

How  wisely  and  truly  expressed!

We  must  ask  our 
watchman,  for  problems  threaten  and  our  enemies  attack  us  in  the 
great  tenets  of  our  fraternity,  for  these  tenets  must  become  the  beacon 
light  of  humanity.  Of  all  the  problems  of  Freemasonry,  one  out- 
weighs all  others.  Ask  the  watchman  of  the  night.  One  answer  he  is 
sure  to  return.  We  see  two  newly  raised  Masons  closing  the  door  on 
their  Masonic  friends.  What  the  watchman  tells  us,  is  in  fact  too  often 
observed.  It  is  for  us  to  question  in  our  moment  of  history,  what  made 
them  close  the  door?  Some  have  tried  to  put  this  question  aside.  After 
all  it  is  a  new  problem.  It  may  be  growing,  but  it  has  always  been 
with  us.  We  might  observe  that  Masonry  does  not  appeal  to  every- 
one. We  make  some  and  lose  others.  We  can  assert  there  will  be  a 
faithful  nucleus  to  keep   the  light  flickering  until  better  times. 

He  discussed  at  great  length  the  youth  and  the  present  world 
conditions  of  unrest,  distrust  and  the  attitude  of  mankind  in  general 
throughout  the  world,   in  this   day  and  age. 

The  Reports  of  the  various  offices  and  Committees  are  very  com- 
prehensive. The  net  loss  in  Membership  for  the  year  was  thirty-six. 

A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  towards  close  coordination 
among  the   various   York   Rite   Bodies   in   the    State.

Foundation.  The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  New  South  Wales  was  established  in  the  year  1889,  from  those  Eng- 
lish Chapters  left  unattached  after  the  formation  of  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  South  Wales.  The  Ritual  adopted  with  minor  variations, 
and  still  being  worked,  is  that  of  the  English  Constitution. 
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Constituent  Chapters.  The  number  of  Chapters  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  109.  For  administrative  purposes,  these 
are  grouped  into  28  districts  with  a  Grand  District  Inspector  of  Work- 
ings in  charge  of  each  District;  he  is  responsible  to  the  First  Grand 
Principal,  and  Grand  Chapter  for  the  proper  conduct  of  his  District. 

The  total  Membership  of  the  Order  at  the  present  time  in  New 
South  Wales  is  5,943  and  included  in  this  number  are  the  following: 
Members  of  Grand  Chapter,  1,967;  Officers,  Past  and  Present  of  G.C., 
535. 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  is  considered  a  very  active  and  useful 
adjunct  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 

A  Chapter  of  Research  and  Instruction  has  recently  been  establish- 
ed; at  quarterly  meetings  lectures  on  the  Order  are  delivered. 

The  Report  of  The  Grand  Inspector  of  Workings  is  made  to  the 
Grand  Committee  quarterly.  These  Reports  are  very  comprehensive 
and  reveal  a  very  interesting  explanation  of  the  work  being  done  in  the 
various  Districts  and  Chapters  pointing  out  the  strong  points  and  weak- 
nesses to  be  remedied  in  the  various  working  of  the  Degrees  and  Chapter 
procedure. 

The  Report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  follows  the  usual  pattern 
followed  by  many  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  U.S.A. 

The  manner  of  Nominations  for  Grand  Chapter  Offices  is  very 
interesting. 

Election  and  Tenure  of  Office:  All  Officers  are  Elective  with  the 
exception  of  Deputy  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Grand  Director  of 
Ceremonies,  both  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  First  Grand  Principal. 
The  Grand  District  Inspectors  of  Workings  are  also  elected  by  Grand 
Chapter,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Committee  their  term  of 
Office  being  two  years.  The  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  is  also  elected  by  Grand 
Chapter  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Committee  and  remains 
in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  Grand  Chapter. 

The  President  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Committee  reports  to  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  of  Grand  Chapter,  on  the  general  workings  for  the 
period. 

On  the  Report  of  12th  July,  1967,  it  is  reported  that  copies  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Ontario 
were  received. 

State  of  New  York

May  14th  Ottawa  Chapter  No.  222,  Ottawa,  Ontario,  made  a  Fra- 
ternal Visit  to  Central  City  Chapter  No.  70,  Syracuse. 

During  the  year  twenty-two  Certificates  of  Merit  were  awarded  to 
Companions  whose  names  are  recorded  on  page  25  of  the  Report. 

Sixty  and  Fifty  year  Certificates  were  awarded  to  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  Companions,  during  the  year. 
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The  visits  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  were  very  extensive. 

In  the  Grand  Secretary's  Report  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  net  loss 
for  the  year  ended  27th  December,  1966,  was  1,279.

The  First  Grand  Principal,  M.E.  Companion  Prentice  A.  Kusabs, 
presiding. 

There  was  a  very  good  representation  of  Constituent  Chapters 
present. 

A  motion  was  made  and  regularly  seconded  and  carried  that  R.E. 
Comp.  J.  D.  Hyde  be  elected  First  Grand  Principal. 

From  the  Address  of  the  First  Grand  Principal:  Companions,  in  spite 
of  all  our  efforts,  we  are  still  suffering  from  diminishing  numbers.  In 
the  last  six  years  only  one  has  shown  an  increase  in  Companions.  It 
has  often  been  said  that  quality  is  much  more  important  than  numbers. 
Companions,  we  should  and  can  have  both  if  the  will  is  there.  Over  the 
/ears  numerical  strength  has  been  considered  at  great  length  by  Su- 
preme Committee.  A  simple  system  was  evolved  which  was  subsequently 
adopted.  Taken  collectively  and  practised  enthusiastically  I  am  con- 
fident that  the  problem  of  diminishing  numbers  will  be  a  memory  of 
the  past. 

From  a  Masonic  point  of  view  New  Zealand  may  be  divided  into 
two  main  classes  or  areas  of  population,  expanding  and  stationary.  In 
the  former  candidates  are  available  in  ever  increasing  numbers,  in  the 
latter  they  are  few  and  far  between.  Consequently  in  order  to  maintain 
strength  with  so  many  new  organizations  now  available  to  occupy  the 
spare  time  of  citizens,  it  is  essential  that  every  effort  is  made  to  hold 
the  membership  of  our  Companions  as  well  as  the  making  of  new  ones. 

Many  distinguished  Companions  were  lost  to  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  above  during  the  year. 

M.E.  Comp.  P.  A.  Kusabs  visited  Chapters  in  every  District  during 
his  tenure  of  office. 

The  official  statistics  show  a  net  loss  of  17  Members  for  the  period. 

Reports  by  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  the  various  Districts  are 
very  comprehensive  and  point  out  the  general  trends  in  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  and  Cryptic  Rite  Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  penalties  of  the  Obligation,  it  was  mentioned 
that  M.W.  Brother  Lord  Bruce,  Grand  Master  Mason  of  Scotland,  re- 
ported to  his  Grand  Lodge  that  he  had  seen  the  minutes  of  Lodge  Mel- 
rose, St.  John  No.  1  bis,  date  December  27th,  1764,  resolving  that  can- 
didates be  bound  only  by  their  Honour.  Which  has  been  the  practice 
in  that  Lodge  ever  since.

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least  two  convocations  in  their  home  Chapter  and  secure  one  candidate 
annually;  Grand  Chapter  to  select  a  degree  for  special  study  and  mas- 
terful presentation  every  year;  chapter  visitations  to  Blue  Lodges  in 
its  jurisdiction  to  confer  the  Mark  and  Past  Masters  Degrees;  re- 
awaken the  interest  of  non-attending  Masons,  visit  the  sick  and  con- 
sult with  those  whose  dues  are  delinquent  and  help  eliminate  suspen- 
sion NDP;  form  sectional  degree  teams  to  help  dormant  chapters  to 
exemplify  the  degrees  in  an  inspiring  manner  (many  small  chapters 
are  unable  to  confer  the  degress  when  their  old  ritualists  die  or  move 
away  as  there  has  been  no  replacement,  hence  dormancy  and  non- 
attendance);  hold  York  Rite  Festivals;  advocate  York  Rite  Unity  by 
combined  social  and  business  meetings  of  the  various  units. 

Nothwithstanding  this  vigorous  campaign,  Freemasonry  in  North 
Dakota  (according  to  latest  published  reports)  declined  in  prestige  and 
membership.

Today  I  want  to  think  about  the  enrichment  that  comes  to  us 
through  the  mission  of  the  church,  by  the  joining  of  lives,  by  the 
bringing  together  of  social  customs,  by  the  endeavour  to  understand 
how  other  people  think  and  how  they  live.

In  January,  1966,  we  started  working  on  a  program  of  education,  instruc- 
tion and  information  for  all  York  Rite.  We  realize  our  goal  is  far 
from  being  reached,  but  we  believe  we  have  accomplished  enough  to 
prove  that  York  Rite  Masons  can  work  together  in  unison  without 
consolidation  of  the  different  bodies. 

What  is  the  Problem? — In  travelling  over  the  state,  and  in  other 
jurisdictions,  I  find  various  so  called  problems,  such  as  lack  of  interest, 
attendance,  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  other  particularly 
common  to  the  local  situation.  Some  Chapters  have,  at  least  tempor- 
arily solved  their  problems,  but  far  too  many  have  not.  We  waste  time 
trying  to  find  the  right  solution  to  the  wrong  problem.  Unless  we  know 
what  the  real  problem  is,  we  cannot  possibly  find  the  correct  answer. 
Too  often,  identifying  the  problem  as  merely  the  one  that  sticks  out — 
like  trying  to  get  rid  of  measles  by  working  on  the  spots.  Too  often  we 
propose  a  solution  and  call  it  the  problem! 

There  has  never  been  nor  will  there  ever  be  anything  wrong  with 
the  Masonic  concept  of  how  free  men  should  live  one  with  the  other.  It 
is  true  that  we  may  have  to  make  a  few  minor  adjustments  in  the  or- 
ganizational structure  and  methods  of  presentations  to  conform  to  the 
modern  ways  of  life.  But,  Masonry  with  all  its  beautiful  lessons  in  the 
fine  arts  of  brotherhood  and  companionship  has  stood  the  test  of  time 
and  tribulation.

A  very  fine  tribute  was  paid  to  the  symbolism  of  the  National  Flag 
by  the  Grand  King  Wallace  E.  White. 

Representatives  of  45  of  the  46  Chartered  Chapters  were  present. 

Distinguished  Visitors  were  received  and  welcomed  in  the  prescribed 
form. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  High  Priest  stated  that  Grand  Chapter 
had  assembled  the  members  from  the  four  corners  of  the  great  State  of 
Oregon. 

Necrology.  The  Grand  Architect  in  his  infinite  wisdom  has  called 
the  roll  of  the  workmen  and  a  number  of  faithful  companions  have 
responded  to  his  summons. 
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The  work  of  the  York  Rite  Coordinating  Committee  is  very  active 
and  some  are  of  the  opinion  that  after  over  ten  years  of  observation  and 
participation  the  work  should  be  discontinued.  It  is  admitted  that  co- 
operation is  most  desirable. 

In  his  Report  on  the  Condition  of  the  Rite,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
makes  a  wonderful  analysis  of  the  woes  and  ills  of  the  Rite,  and  some  of 
the  remedies  are  very  well  put  forth. 

A  review  of  past  proceedings  will  show  that  Grand  High  Priests  of 
other  years  have  suggested  modifications  of  our  practices  similar  to 
those  suggested  at  this  time.  Strangely  enough,  there  is  a  desire  among 
the  delegates  to  maintain  the  status  quo.  Thus  year  by  year,  we  grow 
a  little  older,  losing  ground  steadily,  but  as  surely  as  the  sands  fall  in 
the  hour  glass. 

The  Visitations  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  were  very  extensive. 

The  Net  Loss  in  Membership  for  the  year  ended  (1966)  was  228. 
Loss  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above,  207.

The  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania 

Companion  W.  Irvine  Wiest,  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest,  in 
Lis  address  to  Grand  Chapter  stressed  the  following  significant  facts: — 

"I  suppose  it  happens  in  every  year  that  one  or  another  of  our 
Chapters  takes  fire,  bursts  into  flame  and  acquires  a  large  accession 
to  its  membership  and  then  someone  or  something  puts  out  the  fire 
and  the  Chapter,  like  a  volcano  after  a  violent  eruption  goes  to  sleep 
again  for  another  period.  I  am  not  decrying  the  fact,  I  am  only  observ- 
ing it.  I  am  glad  for  the  burst  of  activity  when  it  happens,  and  only 
regret  that  such  a  Chapter  had  not  a  sustained  effort  in  the  past  and 
that  it  loses  its  zeal  (or  has  exhausted  the  fuel)  after  a  burst  of  activity. 
But  we  have  a  small  number  of  Chapters,  seven  in  all,  which,  despite 
the  heavy  losses  in  membership  in  some  of  our  other  Chapters,  ended 
the  year  1965  with  as  large  (or  larger)  a  list  of  members  than  they 
ever  had  before  in  their  entire  history." 

"The  Craft  continues  to  be  plagued  by  the  Masonic  environment  in 
Philadelphia  and  Pittsburg.  The  flight  of  our  members  to  the  suburbs, 
parking  problems,  the  growth  of  a  population  near  our  Temples  which 
does  not  present  to  our  Lodges  and  Chapters,  changing  social  customs, 
all  these  have  served  to  cut  down  our  membership  in  those  metropolitan 
areas."

Since  I  was  installed  as  your  Grand  Zeru- 
babel,  five  of  our  Past  Grand  First  Principals  have  been  called  to  rest 
from  their  labours  and  this  Grand  Chapter  has  suffered  a  severe  loss  in 
their  passing.

Report  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Scot- 
land. Salisbury,  25th  November,  1967.  J.  E.  A.  Salem,  Grand  Superin- 
tendent. 

The  years  are  passing  only  too  rapidly,  and  here  we  meet  once  more, 
for  the  Seventh  Annual  Convocation. 

I  should  like  to  extend  a  very  warm  and  sincere  welcome  to  my 
Deputy  Most  Ex.  Comp.  A.  C.  Annfield  for  having  travelled  all  the 
way  from  Ndola  to  attend  this  Convocation;  we  are  very  delighted  to 
see  him  and  I  hope  during  the  course  of  the  evening  he  will  give  us  a 
report  on  the  Chapters  in  Zambia  and  their  prospect  for  the  future. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  our  Chapters,  Cryptic  Councils 
and  Lodges  and  Councils  in  Rhodesia  are  doing  extremely  well;  our 
total  strength  is  increasing,  but  I  am  patricularly  pleased  to  know  that 
the  general  attendance  at  Convocations  has  increased  by  twenty-five  per 
cent.  It  is  most  heartening  to  see  such  an  increase,  particularly  when 
most  Chapters  throughout  the  world  are  reporting  a  decrease  in  their 
attendance.  I  can  only  attribute  this  success  to  my  District  Grand 
Chapter  Officers,  who  are  very  active  and  continue  to  stimulate  the 
interest  of  the  Companions.  There  is  however,  another  aspect,  the 
continual  lecturing  on  R.A.  Masonry,  this  is  also  creating  a  desire  to 
probe  deeper  into  the  Mysteries  of  this  Degree.  This  was  not  achieved 
without  a  sacrifice,  but  it  was  well  worth  it. 
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Visitations  were  very  extensive — despite  the  fact  that  the  political 
clouds  that  hang  over  the  horizon  are  getting  darker,  and  visitations  are 
becoming  more  difficult. 

Zambia — Because  of  political  differences  may  ultimately  wish  to 
form  their  own  Grand  Chapter. 

Saskatchewan

The  Canadian  Flag  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  of  the  U.S.A.  were 
presented  in  due  form. 

The  Canadian  Flag.  As  our  beloved  country,  achieving  full  nation- 
hood under  God,  deeply  aware  of  the  contribution  made  by  many  cultures 
brought  here  from  many  lands,  together  with  a  rich  heritage  from  its 
two  founding  nations,  is  being  molded  into  one  united  Canada,  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  a  red  and  white  flag  emerges. 

Guests  from  the  various  districts  near  and  far  were  received  and 
introduced  and  certain  Companions  were  detailed  to  act  as  escorts. 

Net  gain  in  Membership  for  the  year,  1  (one) ;  Membership  at  year 
end,  2,961. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.: 
The  soft  spot  in  the  overall  picture  is  the  failure  of  the  city  Chapters 
to  recruit  and  hold  their  membership.  Uninspired  leadership,  not 
enough  food  for  the  mind,  the  "let's  hurry  up  and  get  this  over  with" 
attitude  of  certain  individuals,  tends  to  destroy  that  essential  fibre  of 
Companionship,  friendship,  human  interest  in  each  other,  and  leaves 
precious  little  mortar  for  that  essential  cement  which  binds  us  together. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  in  his  Report  notes  that  on  April  25th 
and  26th,  1967,  he  was  present  at  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  Ontario 
at  Toronto. 

Fifty-seven  deaths  were  reported  in  this  Grand  Chapter  in  1966. 

The  Reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  are  very  interesting  and 
thought  provoking.  There  seems  to  be  a  great  spirit  of  harmony  and 
friendship  existing  among  the  Chapters  in  the  various  Districts.  Long 
may  this  prevail.  However  it  is  pointed  out  that  there  are  two  main 
weak  spots  that  need  attention,  there  are  certain  weak  Chapters  and  the 
old  troubled  spot  arrears  of  dues. 

Great  study  is  being  given  to  obtaining  some  form  of  unification 
with  all  the  various  York  Rite  Bodies. 

It  is  to  be  noted  as  reported  that  a  great  deal  of  work  and  study  is 
being  put  forth  towards  Masonic  Instruction  and  Education  with  a  view 
of  obtaining  uniformity  in  procedure.

The  Rhodesias,  despite  all  the  disturbances  and  unrest,  show  an 
INCREASE  in  Membership. 

Grand  Chapter  reports  that  great  progress  is  recorded  from  many 
sources  and  the  overall  picture  is  most  encouraging. 

From  the  address  of  the  Most  Excellent  First  Grand  Principal: 

"On  16th  June  of  this  year  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  is  going  to  cele- 
brate its  150th  Anniversary  when  we  hope  to  have  with  us  a  large  and 
representative  gathering  from   Scotland   and   overseas.     Now,  50   years 


ago  at  the  time  of  our  Centenary  it  was  obvious  that  there  could  be  no 
great  celebration.  Those  of  us  who  can  remember  the  year  1917  know 
only  too  well  that  it  was  not  a  time  for  joyful  occasions.  It  was  a 
year  when  our  young  men  were  falling  in  their  thousands  in  France  and 
in  Flanders,  when  fathers,  mothers,  wives,  sisters,  fiancees  dreaded  the 
sight  of  a  telegram  being  delivered  at  the  door.  In  fact  I  have  known 
women  who  to  the  end  of  their  lives  could  never  bear  the  sight  of  a 
telegram.  These  young  men  who  were  falling  all  over  Europe  repre- 
sented the  very  flower  of  the  manhood  of  their  respective  nations.  They 
represented  the  hopes  of  the  future  and  if  they  had  not  been  lost  to  us 
in  those  terrible  years  I  have  often  wondered  whether  the  chaotic  condi- 
tions which  exist  in  the  world  today  would  perhaps  never  have  occurred. 
But,  Companions,  we  must  not  dwell  too  long  on  that  tragic  past. 
Our  duty  is  to  the  present  and  to  the  future.  So  let  us  therefore  cele- 
brate our  150th  Anniversary  in  June  with  a  firm  determination  to  make 
Freemasonry  a  powerful  instrument  for  better  things  in  the  last  de- 
cades of  this  twentieth  century."

From  the  address  given  by  the  Acting  Grand  First  Principal  M. 
EM.  Comp.  Reverend  C.  T.  F.  Goy,  P.  G.  Z.:— 

I've  never  met  anyone  who  loved  Royal  Arch  Masonry  more  than  Bert 
Matthews.  To  him  it  was  a  tremendous  thing  in  life,  I  think  he  pounded 
it  so  much  that  it  reached  and  plumbed  the  very  depth  of  his  soul.  He 
was  always  speaking  to  me  about  the  spiritual  side  of  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch,  which  to  me,  too,  is  so  important  —  that  this  is  a  wonderful 
degree  that  brings  right  into  touch  with  T.T.A.L.G.M.H.  It  is  in  this 
degree  that  these  wonderful  things  are  revealed  —  these  Divine  secrets 
are  made  known  to  us  as  we  gather  at  the  very  foot  of  the  sacred 
altar  in  awe  and  reverence.  This  is  the  heart  of  this  wonderful  degree 
and  I  will  always  remember  him  telling  me  over  and  over  again  of  his 
love  for  this  Order.  Surely  that  was  exemplified  in  his  faithful  service. 
He  endeavoured  to  fulfil  to  the  uttermost  his  responsibilities  as  the  First 
Grand  Principal." 

The  address  was  then  followed  by  prayer  after  which  the  Grand 
Chapter  Choir  rendered  the  Anthem,  "By  Cool  Siloam's  Shady  Rill." 

Losses  to  "The  Grand  Chapter  Above",  have  been  very  severe  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Net  Loss  for  period— 168;   Membership,   December,   1966 — 10,282. 

The  Most  Excellent  Masters  Degree  which  heretofore  had  been 
attached  to  the  Mark  Master  Masons  Degree,  and  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  M.E.M.  Degree  when  put  on  caused  objectionable  embarrass-

ment  to  certain  Companions  and  sometimes  Principals  who  had  to  re- 
tire. This  will  not  be  necessary  in  the  future  as  this  Degree  is  now 
part  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  Group. 

In  his  report  The  First  Grand  Principal  states: — 

"Just  one  more  event  in  this  year  which  I  believe  is  a  real  step 
forward,  and  that  is  the  changing  of  our  Constitution  in  respect  to 
The  Most  Excellent  Master's  Degree.  To  remove  the  regulations  which 
have  for  so  long  restricted  this  Degree  to  Mark  Master  Masons,  and 
to  revise  the  Ritual  in  order  to  give  it  added  dignity  and  significance, 
will,  I  doubt  not,  meet  with  universal  approval." 

Washington

On  Roll  at  31st  December  1966  there  were  55  Chapters.

The  Jurisdiction  is  divided  into  sixteen  Districts  to  each  of  which 
a  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  is  appointed. 

Fifteen  Companions  were  presented  with  their  50  year  membership 
Certificates.

Financial  Statistics  bear  out  the  fact  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
this  jurisdiction  is  not  in  a  sound  financial  condition,  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  points  out  this  fact. 

Each  year  we  are  faced  with  an  ever  increasing  cost  of  operation, 
and  in  the  forseeable  future  no  relief  appears'  to  be  in  sight.  Increase  in 
costs  and  loss  of  revenue  through  ever  decreasing  membership  is  the 
problem  now  facing  us.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance that  our  Chapters  should  increase  their  fees  and  dues,  some  have 
already  done  so,  to  offset  their  increasing  cost  of  operation,  Informa- 
tion gathered  from  the  annual  returns  point  out  the  fact  that  many 
Chapters  are  still  endeavouring  to  maintain  themselves  on  the  basis 
of  a  1949  dollar. 

The  above  is  from  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  Section  291 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  By-laws  1966  edition  provides  that;  if  a  Chapter 
is  not  represented  at  Grand  Chapter  for  a  period  of  three  years  it 
shall  be  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry. 
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The  Address  of  the  Grand  Orator  makes  very  interesting  reading. 
He  covers  many  of  the  historical  periods  in  the  development  of  Free- 
masonry in  the  Americas,  with  great  skill  and  detail. 

West  Virginia 

Ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation.  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  October 
9th  and  10th,  1967.

The  Distinguished  Guests  were  presented,  introduced,  and  cordially 
welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  accorded  honors  due  their 
office. 

A  most  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  Grand  Chapter  by  the  host 
Chapter  Tyrian  No.  14  of  Charleston. 

Report  of  the  Grand  Priest:  Necrology.  We  should  always  set  aside 
a  time  during  our  deliberations,  to  take  note  that  we  are  born  to  die. 
We  know  that  since  we  have  last  met  a  number  of  our  Companions  have 
passed  through  the  outer  courts  into  a  land  that  "bourne  whence  no  tra- 
veller returns". 

We  take  cognizance  that  263  of  our  state  roll  have  gone  this  way. 
My  heart  goes  out  to  each  of  their  families  and  close  associates  at  this 
time. 

Many  visitations  were  made  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  sister 
Jurisdictions. 

Visitations  within  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  were  also  extensive. 

On  a  motion,  duly  seconded  and  unanimously  carried,  all  the  dis- 
tinguished guests  were  elected  to  Honorary  Membership  in  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  West  Virginia. 

It  is  noticed  that  quite  a  number  of  states  hold  their  Grand  Chapter 
Sessions  with  the  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Commandry  all  at  the  same 
dates,  and  Proceedings  are  all  printed  together.  This  is  done  in  Idaho, 
Arizona,  New  Mexico,  North  Carolina,  Utah  and  Florida.  New  Jersey 
has  a  Committee  now  working  to  that  end.  No  doubt  they  save  some 
money  on  the  cost  of  printing  their  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Secretary  received  the  names  of  forty-nine  Companions 
who  were  entitled  to  receive  Fifty  Year  Service  Awards.  The  Awards 
were  sent  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  various  Chapters  and  presented  to 
the  Companions  whose  names  are  listed  in  the  Proceedings. 

The  loss  in  Membership  for  the  period  was  125.  Membership  at  1967 
year  end,  10,037.

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  25  year  Certificates  were  presented 
and  sixty-one  50  year  Certificates  and  Lapel  buttons  were  also  pre- 
sented. 

There  is  a  very  well  organized  group  of  District  Instructors  in 
this   Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Net  loss  of  Membership  for  year  417. 
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Some  progress  is  being  made  to  stop  this  erosion  but  not  enough, 
states  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Reports  of  the  various  District  Instructors  make  very  inter- 
esting   reading. 

This  Grand  Chapter  is  in  excellent  financial  condition  and  is  well 
organized  and  controlled  by  careful  budgeting. 

General  Statistics 

Gleaned  from  the  various  Proceedings  from  many  of  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  the  U.S.A. 

The  following  makes  one  think  very  seriously: 

The  largest  Grand  Chapter  in  the  U.S.A.  —  Ohio  —  Membership, 
63,397;  with  a  loss  of  1,060. 

Texas  next,  45,111;  with  a  loss  of  713.  It  may  be  noted  that  Texas 
has  227  Chapters.     They  suspended  983  last  year  and  had  909  deaths. 

Ohio  has  215  Chapters;  suspended  898;  deaths  1,556. 

Pennsylvania  —  Membership  36,253;  loss  412. 

New  York  —  Loss  929. 

Nevada  —  one  of  the  smallest  States  with  a  membership,  1,178; 
NET  GAIN,  15. 

Georgia  supended  700  last  year. 

All  of  these  Grand  Bodies  are  doing  everything  possible  to  solve  the 
problem  of  maintaining  Membership,  with  mixed  proportions  of  success 
and  failure. 

Conclusion 

Let  us  examine  ourselves  carefully:  are  we  paying  our  full  con- 
tribution in  services?  We  must,  each  one  of  us  do  what  is  right,  and 
try  to  find  the  answer  and  the  remedy  to  stop  the  erosion  which  seems 
to  be  seeping  into  this  Grand  Old  Order  of  Freemasonry.  Remember, 
'there  is  nothing  impossible;  some  things  are  just  more  difficult  than 
others'. 

There  are  two  conditions  which  seem,  at  the  present  time,  to  stand 
in  the  way  of  achievement;  first  anarchy  and  confusion,  the  result  of 
selfishness  in  all  social  relations.  This  condition  can  be  overcome  in 
but  one  way;  by  the  recognition  of  the  unqualified  Brotherhood  of 
Mankind;  not  as  a  theory,  a  religious  duty,  or  a  mere  matter  of  pub- 
lic sentiment;  but  as  a  fact  in  universal  Nature;  an  ethereal  and  Pivine 
Law;  the  penalty  for  the  violation  of  which  is  exactly  the  conditions 
under  which  humanity  throughout  this  old  world  of  ours  now  suffers. 

Freemasonry  of  to-day  is  the  evolution  of  teachings  and  ideals  of 
many  men  who  lived  and  died  through  the  ages  of  the  past.  It  is  a 
system  of  thought  which  furnishes  a  rational  explanation  of  life,  and 
has  for  its  aim  the  development  of  character  in  men. 

Finish  each  day  and  be  done  with  it  .  .  .  You  have  done  what  you 
could;  some  blunders  and  absurdities  no  doubt  crept  in;  forget  them 
as  soon  as  you  can.  Tomorrow  is  a  new  day;  you  shall  begin  it  well 
and    serenely. 
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
